Cleveland Forest Citys become the first professional 
baseball team in Cleveland. 


1879-1884 
Cleveland Blues join the National League. 


1889-1899 
Cleveland Spiders join the National League. 


MAY 1, 1891 

The Cleveland Spiders defeat the Cincinnati Reds, 12-3, 
in the first game played at League Park, which remains 
Cleveland’s home field until the end of the 1946 season. 


1897 
Cleveland Spiders sign Louis Sockalexis.

1901 

Cleveland becomes a charter member of the American 
League, when Western League President Ban Johnson 
moves the Grand Rapids franchise to Cleveland in 1900. 


1902 
Cleveland experiences its first winning season — finishing 
69-67. 


1903 

The team undergoes another name change, becoming the 
Naps in honor of Napoleon “Nap” Lajoie. Lajoie signed with 
Cleveland in 1902 after a legal ruling prevented him from 
playing in Pennsylvania. He also served as player-manager 
from 1905 to 1909. 


SEPTEMBER 18, 1908 
Bob Rhoades tosses the franchise's first no-hitter against 
the Red Sox. 


OCTOBER 2, 1908 

Addie Joss pitches baseball's fourth perfect game, besting 
Chicago White Sox hurler Ed Walsh. Joss secures the win 
while throwing just 74 pitches. 


JULY 19, 1909 

Playing shortstop for an injured Terry Turner, Neal Ball 
catches Amby McConnell's line drive, steps on second base 
and then tags Jake Stahl, executing the first unassisted triple 
play in MLB history.

APRIL 20, 1910 
Addie Joss tosses his second no-hitter against the same 
team, blanking the White Sox, 1-0. 


JULY 19, 1910 

Cy Young earns 500th 

win when the Naps defeat 
Washington. When he retires 
in 1911, Young will have 
amassed 511 wins, still an 
MLB record. 


SEPTEMBER 27, 1914 

Nap Lajoie becomes the first 
player in a Cleveland uniform to 
reach 3,000 career hits when 
he smashes a double off of 
Yankees pitcher Marty McHale. 


APRIL 1916 Cy Young 
Tris Speaker becomes a Cleveland Indian. Nicknamed “The 
Grey Eagle” due to his premature gray hair, Speaker holds MLB 
and Cleveland's franchise record for most career doubles. 


JUNE 26, 1916 

The Indians become the first club to wear uniform numbers 
in Major League Baseball. The numbers were located on the 
players’ left sleeve. 


MAY 24, 1918 
Stan Coveleski goes 19 innings, a franchise record, as the 
Tribe defeats the Yankees, 3-2. 


SEPTEMBER 10, 1919 
Ray Caldwell no-hits the New York Yankees as Steve O'Neill 
catches his third no-no. 


OCTOBER 1920 

The Tribe wins its first world championship, besting the 
Brooklyn Robins (Dodgers) 5 games to 2 in the 9-game 
series. Elmer Smith hit the first grand slam in World Series 
history, while pitcher Jim Bagby becomes the first pitcher to 
homer in a World Series game. Bill Wambsganss records the 
only unassisted triple play ever turned in the postseason. 


JULY 7, 1923 
The Indians set a franchise record with 27 runs in a game 
against the Red Sox. 


MAY 17, 1925 

Player-manager Tris Speaker collects his 3,000th career hit. 
Speaker would go on to amass 3,516 hits in his career and is 
elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1937. 


1926 
Tribe first baseman George Burns becomes the Indians first 
winner of the Most Valuable Player award. 


SEPTEMBER 17, 1930 
Earl Averill becomes the first member of the Tribe to hit three 
home runs in the same game. 


APRIL 29, 1931 
Wes Ferrell no-hits the St. Louis Browns and hits a home run 
in the game. 


1932 

Jack Graney begins play-by-play broadcasting of Indians 
games, becoming the first former Major League Baseball 
player to go on to be a radio broadcaster. 


JULY 31, 1932 

Nearly 80,000 fans attend the first game at Cleveland 
Municipal Stadium between the Cleveland Indians and 
Philadelphia Athletics. Mel Harder surrenders the only run and 
the Tribe drops the contest to Lefty Grove and the A's. Initially, 
Municipal Stadium splits time with League Park as home to 
the Indians, but takes over full duties in the 1947 season. 


JULY 8, 1935 

Cleveland hosts MLB's 3rd Mid-Summer Classic. Cleveland 
native and Tribe star Joe Vosmik gets the start in right field. 
The American League takes a quick 3-0 lead that it never 
relinquishes, taking the contest, 4-1. 


JUNE 27, 1939 
In the first home night game in Cleveland history, Bob Feller 
pitches a one-hitter and the Indians defeat the Tigers, 5-0. 


APRIL 16, 1940 

Bob Feller pitches the only Opening Day no-hitter in baseball 
history. Rollie Hemsley’s fourth inning RBI triple is all the Tribe 
needs to defeat the Chicago White Sox at Comiskey Park, 1-0. 


1940 

Posting a season consisting of 27 wins, 2.61 ERA and 261 
strikeouts, Bob Feller becomes the only pitcher in Indians 
history to win the Triple Crown. 


DECEMBER 8, 1941 

Upon hearing the news of Pearl Harbor, Indians ace 

Bob Feller enlists in the Navy, volunteering immediately 
for combat service. He becomes the first Major League 
Baseball player to do so. Feller achieves the rank of Chief 
Petty Officer and serves on the USS Alabama. 


APRIL 30, 1946 
Bob Feller throws his second no-hitter, defeating the 
Yankees,1-0. 


1946 
Bob Feller sets the Indians franchise record for most 
strikeouts in a season (348). 


JULY 5, 1947 

Only a few months after Jackie Robinson makes his MLB 
debut, Cleveland’s Larry Doby becomes the first African- 
American to play in the American League when he pinch-hits 
against the Chicago White Sox. 


JULY 10, 1947 
Don Black no-hits the Philadelphia Athletics, 3-0. 


JUNE 30, 1948 
Bob Lemon no-hits the Detroit Tigers, 2-0. 


OCTOBER 4, 1948 

In the first-ever one-game playoff in American League 
history, the Indians defeat the Boston Red Sox, 8-3, behind 
rookie Gene Bearden’s complete game performance. Player- 
manager Lou Boudreau smashes two home runs and Larry 
Doby contributes with two doubles. 


OCTOBER 9, 1948 

In the pivotal Game 4 of the 1948 World Series, Larry Doby’s 
home run makes the difference in a 2-1 Tribe victory. Steve 
Gromek goes the distance, shutting the Braves offense 
down to a single run. 


OCTOBER 11, 1948 

The Cleveland Indians capture their second World Series 
crown behind the pitching of Bob Lemon and Gene Bearden, 
defeating the Boston Braves 4-3 to take the series, 4-2.

1948 
Tribe Player-Manager Lou Boudreau is named the American 
League MVP. 


JULY 1, 1951 
Bob Feller pitches his third no-hitter, blanking the Detroit 
Tigers, 3-0. 


1953 

Third baseman Al Rosen becomes the Indians third MVP 
winner. Rosen narrowly misses becoming a Triple Crown 
winner when he falls .001 short of Mickey Vernon's A.L.- 
leading average. 


JULY 13, 1954 

Cleveland hosts the 21st MLB All-Star Game. Cleveland’s 
second All-Star Game features Tribe infielder Al Rosen 
smashing two home runs and going 3-4 with five RBI in an 
11-9 A.L. win. 


OCTOBER 2, 1954 

The 111-win Cleveland Indians ball club, led by 23 game 
winners Early Wynn and Bob Lemon, are swept by Willie Mays 
and the New York Giants in the 1954 World Series, 4-0. 
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1955 

Left-handed pitcher Herb Score has a breakout rookie 
season, fanning 245 in 227.1 innings. Score is named to the 
All-Star team and is voted Rookie of the Year. 


AUGUST 11, 1957 
The Cleveland Indians retire Bob Feller’s number 19 — the 
first retired number in franchise history. 


JUNE 10, 1959 

Rocky Colavito becomes the only member of the Cleveland 
Indians to hit four home runs in one game. The Rock's six 
RBI cap an 11-8 Indians victory over the Baltimore Orioles.

JULY 3, 1963 

The 34th All-Star Game was played at Cleveland Municipal 
Stadium. The National League defeats the American 
League, 5-3, and the Giants’ Willie Mays was named MVP. 


JULY 13, 1963 

Early Wynn goes five innings in a 7-4 Cleveland victory over 
the Kansas City Athletics. Wynn becomes the only player to 
win his 300th game with the Tribe. Nine years later, Wynn 
was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame. 


JUNE 10, 1966 
Sonny Siebert no-hits the Washington Senators, 2-0. 


JULY 9, 1970 

Lou Boudreau’s number 5 is retired by the Cleveland 
Indians. The Hall of Fame shortstop played in the Majors for 
15 seasons, 13 with the Indians. The former player-manager 
is elected to the Baseball Hall of Fame in the same year with 
77 percent of the vote. 


1971 
Chris Chambliss becomes the Indians’ second Rookie of the Year. 
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1972 

In his first season as a member of the Cleveland Indians, 
Gaylord Perry dominates, posting a 1.92 ERA, 29 
complete games and pitching five shutouts. Perry becomes 
Cleveland's first-ever winner of the Cy Young Award. 


JULY 19, 1974 

Dick Bosman no-hits the eventual World Series Champions 
Oakland Athletics, 4-0. Bosman’s own fielding error with two 
outs in the 4th allowed the only baserunner. 


APRIL 8, 1975 

On Opening Day, Frank Robinson debuts as player-manager 
becoming the first African-American manager in MLB 
history. In the bottom of the first, Robinson hammers a 
homer in his first at-bat. 


JUNE 8, 1975 

The Cleveland Indians retire Earl Averill’s number 3. The 
former Tribe outfielder was voted into the Baseball Hall of 
Fame by the Veteran’s Committee earlier in the year. 


MAY 30, 1977 

On May 30, Dennis Eckersley hurls the Indians’ 10th no- 
hitter, a 1-0 win over the California Angels. A first-inning 
walk is Eck’s only blemish on the day, while a first-inning run 
is the only offense of the game by the Tribe. 


1980 

Indians rookie outfielder Joe Charboneau wins the American 
League Rookie of the Year Award, receiving 73 percent of 
the vote. 


MAY 15, 1981 

Lenny Barker retires 27 consecutive batters on May 15, 1981 
to become the first Cleveland player to hurl a perfect game 
since Addie Joss in 1908. 


AUGUST 9, 1981 
Indians host their fourth All-Star Game, and boast the top- 
three All-Star Game crowds in Major League history. 


MAY 2, 1984 
Andre Thornton ties an American League record for walks in 
a game with six. 


SEPTEMBER 16, 1987 
Joe Carter becomes Cleveland's first 30/30 player when he 
swipes his 30th bag against the Seattle Mariners. 


JULY 28, 1990 

The Cleveland Indians retire longtime 
coach and former player Mel Harder’s 
number 18. 


1990 

Acquired from the Padres in the Joe 
Carter trade, All-Star catcher Sandy 
Alomar Jr. wins Rookie of the Year and 
a Gold Glove. 


JUNE 25, 1992 
Charles Nagy, Mel Harder and Sandy Alomar Jr. participate 
in a “First Pitch” at what becomes Jacobs Field.

Carlos Baerga hits two home runs in the same inning - one 
as a righty and one as a lefty. 


OCTOBER 3, 1993 
The Tribe plays the final baseball game at Cleveland 
Municipal Stadium, a 4-0 loss to the White Sox. 


APRIL 4, 1994 

Jacobs Field opens in front of a sellout crowd of 41,459 fans. 
In a dramatic come-from-behind victory, the Indians top the 
Mariners 4-3 in 11 innings. 


MAY 13-JUNE 19, 1994 
Indians win a franchise record 18 straight home games. 


JULY 3, 1994 
Larry Doby's number 14 is retired by the Cleveland Indians. 


DECEMBER 8, 1994 
Indians awarded 68th All-Star Game in 1997. 


MAY 7, 1995 
Longest game by time (6:36) and innings (17.0) in franchise 
and ballpark history with a 10-9 win over the Minnesota Twins. 


JUNE 12, 1995 
Indians' Major League-record of 455 consecutive sellouts 
begins with a crowd of 41,845 vs. Baltimore. 


JULY 16, 1995 
Manny Ramirez hits a game-winning homer in the 12th 
inning off Oakland's Dennis Eckersley. 


SEPTEMBER 8, 1995 
The Cleveland Indians become the first team to clinch a 
Central Division title, beating the Baltimore Orioles, 3-2. 


OCTOBER 1, 1995 
Indians finish season with an MLB record 30.0 game division 
lead. Previous record was 27.5 games by the 1902 Pirates. 


OCTOBER 3, 1995 

Tony Pena’s game-winning homer in the 13th inning in Game 
1 of the Division Series against Boston gives the Tribe its 
first postseason win since October 11, 1948. 


OCTOBER 24, 1995 
Indians win first World Series game since 1948 over Atlanta, 7-6. 


OCTOBER 26, 1995 
Jim Thome’s 436-foot bomb off Atlanta reliever Brad Clontz 
in Game 5 of the 1995 WS helps the Tribe defeat the Braves. 


1995 

In a shortened season, the Indians post a record of 100-44. 
Albert Belle records 50 home runs and Eddie Murray hits his 
3,000th career hit. Ending 40 years of frustration, the Indians 
top the Red Sox in the first ever ALDS and beat the Mariners 
for the A.L. Pennant. The magical season ends in the World 
Series against the Atlanta Braves. 


APRIL 7, 1996 
Kenny Lofton becomes the franchise's all-time leader in 
stolen bases vs. Toronto. 


SEPTEMBER 17, 1996 
Indians capture their second Central Division title, defeating 
the White Sox 9-4 in Chicago. 


APRIL 30, 1997 

Mark McGwire hits the second-longest homer in ballpark 
history, a 485 ft bomb off Orel Hershiser off the Budweiser 
sign on the left field scoreboard. 
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Kenny Lofton and Mike Hargrove 


JULY 8, 1997 

Sandy Alomar, Jr. becomes the first player to hit a home run 
in his hometown All-Star Game since Hank Aaron in 1972. 
His two-run home run in the bottom of the 7th put the A.L. up 
3-1, and Alomar is named the All-Star game MVP. 


SEPTEMBER 9, 1997 

The Indians set the Major League record for consecutive 
sellouts by selling out their 204th game. The Colorado 
Rockies sold out 203 straight before a non-sellout on 
September 6, 1997. 


SEPTEMBER 23, 1997 

The Indians win their third consecutive Central Division 
crown. The Tribe defeats the Yankees in the ALDS and then 
the Orioles in the ALCS to reach its second World Series in 
three years. The season ends in heartbreaking fashion — in 
Game 7 of the World Series against the Marlins. 


OCTOBER 5, 1997 

Sandy Alomar’s 8th-inning home run off Yankees reliever 
Mariano Rivera in Game 4 of the Division Series saves the 
Tribe from elimination. The Indians go on to win the series 
in five games. 


OCTOBER 11, 1997 

In the 12th inning, Omar Vizquel misses a suicide squeeze 
bunt, but Marquis Grissom is called safe at home, scoring 
the winning run of ALCS Game 3. 


APRIL 15, 1998 
David Bell hits the first inside-the-park homer in the history 
of the ballpark off Seattle’s Randy Johnson. 
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JUNE 20, 1998 
Indians retire Bob Lemon's number 21. 


SEPTEMBER 15-19, 1998 

Manny Ramirez hits three homers in one game vs. Toronto 
on September 15th. He tied several Major League-records 
by hitting five home runs over two games (9/15-16), six over 
three games (9/15-17) and eight over five. 


SEPTEMBER 16, 1998 
Indians clinch the Central for the fourth straight season, 
defeating the Minnesota Twins, 8-6. 


MAY 7, 1999 

Indians overcome Tampa Bay leads of 9-1 and 10-2 with 18 
runs over 6th, 7th, and 8th innings (sent 33 men to the plate 
over last 3.0 innings, crushing 5 HR and 21 hits) to defeat the 
Devil Rays 20-11. The 31 runs were the most combined runs 
scored in Progressive Field history. 


JULY 3, 1999 

Jim Thome hits longest homer in ballpark history, a 511 
foot bomb off Don Wengert, in the 2nd inning to center field 
hitting the fence bordering Eagle Ave. 


SEPTEMBER 8, 1999 
The Indians win the Central Division for the fifth consecutive 
season. 


OCTOBER 1, 1999 

Manny Ramirez records his 165th RBI to set the Tribe 
franchise record, surpassing the record of 162 held by Hal 
Trosky in 1936. 


SEPTEMBER 25, 2000 

Indians host first three-team doubleheader since the St. 
Louis Cardinals hosted the New York Giants and Boston 
Braves on September 13, 1951. Indians defeated Chicago 
9-2 in the afternoon game and lost to Minnesota 4-3 in game 
two at night. 


OCTOBER 1, 2000 

Indians collect 90th win in last game of the season by 
defeating David Wells and Toronto, 11-4. Manny Ramirez 
hit a homer in his last at-bat as an Indian. Sandy Alomar, 
in his last game as an Indian, collects his 91st homer with 
Cleveland, passing Jim Hegan for the most homers by an 
Indians catcher in franchise history. 


APRIL 4, 2001 
Jacobs Field sell-out streak ends at 455 games. 


JULY 21, 2001 
Indians celebrate 100th Anniversary in a pregame ceremony 
with 40 members of the “Top-100 Greatest Indians Roster.” 


AUGUST 5, 2001 

Down 14-2 against the Seattle Mariners, the Tribe scores 
12 in the last three innings to tie the game and go on to win 
15-14 on a Jolbert Cabrera broken bat single. 


SEPTEMBER 30, 2001 
After missing the playoffs in 2000, the Indians clinched the 
Central Division with a 9-1 victory over Minnesota.

Omar Vizquel wins his 
ninth consecutive Gold 
Glove (8th with the 
Indians). 


JULY 14, 2002 

Tribe erase 7-4 New York 
Yankee lead on July 14, 
2002 with six runs in the 
ninth inning off Mariano 
Rivera, the last four 
coming on Bill Selby’s 
first career grand slam to 
end the game. 


SEPTEMBER 28, 2002 
Jim Thome hits his 
franchise record 52nd 
home run of the season. 


JULY 8, 2003 

Billy Traber becomes the 

first Indians rookie pitcher since Herb Score (7/30/55 at 
Baltimore) to toss a complete game, one-hit shutout vs. 
New York.

DH Travis Hafner ties MLB single-season record by hitting 
his sixth grand slam of the season vs. Kansas City off Luke 
Hudson 


SEPTEMBER 25, 2006 

Casey Blake hits the club's 14th grand slam of the season 
to tie the MLB single-season record for grand slams, a mark 
now shared with the 2000 Oakland A's. 


SEPTEMBER 23, 2007 

Indians clinch their first A.L. Central Division title since 
2001 with a 6-2 victory over Oakland with a stellar pitching 
performance from Jake Westbrook. Indians go on to play 
five home (11 total) postseason games versus the New York 
Yankees and Boston Red Sox. 


OCTOBER 5, 2007 

The Tribe defeat the Yankees in Game 2 of the ALDS. 
The club rallies in the 8th when midges swarm Joba 
Chamberlain, leading to a run-scoring wild pitch.

In his second game back with the Tribe, DH Jim Thome 
celebrates his 41st birthday by hitting a solo homer, his first 

HR as an Indian since 9/28/02, which was also vs. KC. It is his 
602nd career HR, including his club-record 335th as an Indian. 


SEPT. 24, 2013 
After a pair of solo 
shots by the White

JULY 30, 2016 
Jason Kipnis hits 2,000th Progressive Field home run 
(Indians only) vs. the Oakland Athletics. 


AUGUST 19, 2016 
Tyler Naquin’s walk-off inside-the-park home run on August 
19, 2016 vs. Toronto gives the Indians a 3-2 win. 


OCTOBER 6, 2016 
The Tribe deliver three home runs in four batters off Rick 
Porcello to take the lead in Game 1 of the ALDS. 


NOVEMBER 2, 2016 

Rajai Davis’ 2-run home run in Game 7 of the 2016 World 
Series against Chicago's Aroldis Chapman erases a 6-4 
lead tying the game at 6. 


2016 

The Cleveland Indians clinch their eighth Central Division 
title. The Tribe defeats the Red Sox and Blue Jays in the 
American League playoffs, but falls to the Chicago Cubs 
in the World Series. Terry Francona wins his second AL 
Manager of the Year Award. 


SEPTEMBER 14, 2017 

Down to their last out, Francisco Lindor doubles home Erik 
Gonzalez to tie the game, and Jay Bruce hits a walk-off 
double in the bottom of the 10th to extend the Indians- 
American League-record 22-game win streak. The streak 
surpasses the 2002 Oakland A's 20-game win streak and is 
second only to the 1916 New York Giants 26-game streak. 


SEPTEMBER 16, 2017: 
The Indians capture their second consecutive Central 
Division title and ninth overall. 


2017 

Corey Kluber becomes the Cleveland Indians' first two-time 
Cy Young Award winner. Kluber receives 28 of 30 first place 
votes to secure the award. 


AUGUST 18, 2018 

Cleveland Indians retire Jim Thome’s number 25. Earlier 
in the summer, Jim was inducted into the Baseball Hall 
of Fame, becoming only the second Indians player to be 
selected on his first ballot (Bob Feller). 


SEPTEMBER 9, 2018 
Jose Ramirez becomes the third Indians player to reach the 
30/30 plateau. 


SEPTEMBER 15, 2018 

The Indians clinch their ninth Central Division title. It is 
the Tribe's third straight division title and fourth playoff 
appearance under Terry Francona. 


JULY 2019 
Cleveland hosts sixth MLB All-Star Game, awarded Jan. 2017

The 1902 Cleveland players 

didn’t like the name Bluebirds. 

They voted and chose the more 
forceful nickname Bronchos. 


1903 NAPS 


The team discarded the blue 
uniforms and a local daily 
newspaper sponsored anaming 
contest. “Naps” was selected in 
honor of Napoleon Lajoie. 


1915 INDIANS 


Upon Lajoie leaving Cleveland 
for Philadelphia following the 
1914 season, team officials 
determined a new name was in 
order for the 1915 season. 


According to The Plain Dealer 
of January 17, 1915, team 
owner Charles W. Somers 
invited the Cleveland baseball 
writers to help in the selection 
of a new club name. The 
writers solicited their readers 
for suggestions. Through this 
process the name “Cleveland 
Indians” was selected. “Indians” 
was one of the names used by 
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LOUIS FRANCIS SOCKALEXIS 


Louis Francis Sockalexis (1871-1913) was a Penobscot Indian from 
Old Town, Maine and the first American Indian to play Major League 
Baseball and be clearly recognized as an Indian. His very presence 
during Cleveland's spring training of 1897 caused a sensation wherever 
Sockalexis went and first inspired the use of the nickname “Indians” for 
the Cleveland club by newspaper writers. 


| Indeed, Sockalexis’ first season in 
a Cleveland uniform was a season 
4 comparable only to that of Jackie 
Robinson and Larry Doby as a 
landmark campaign featuring an 
athlete attempting to hurdle prejudice 
to succeed. 


Sockalexis was considered one of the 
greatest collegiate baseball players 
of his day. He batted well over .400 in 
two seasons at Holy Cross College in 
Worcester, Mass. In addition to his slugging prowess, “Sock” was known 
for his legendary long, accurate throws from the outfield to cut down 
runners and his base-stealing skill (he once stole six bases in one game 
against Brown University). So spectacular were his feats on the diamond 
at the school that, in 1956, when the Holy Cross Athletic Hall of Fame 
was created, Sockalexis was the first athlete inducted. 


Baseball Hall of Fame player-manager Hughie Jennings wrote of him: 
“At no time has a player crowded so many remarkable accomplishments 
into such a short period of time as Sockalexis. He should have been the 
greatest player of all times - greater than Cobb, Wagner, Lajoie, Hornsby 
or any of the other men who made history for the game.” 


Sockalexis broke the Native American color barrier in 1897 and paved 
the way for manager John McGraw (who played against Sockalexis as a 
Baltimore third baseman in 1897) of the New York Giants to add catcher 
John Meyers and outfielder/Olympic champion Jim Thorpe to his roster, 
while legendary manager Connie Mack (who praised Sockalexis in his 
autobiography) added future Hall of Fame pitcher Charlie Bender to his 
powerhouse Philadelphia A's teams of the early 20th Century. McGraw 
once wrote: "If Sock had stayed up for five years he could well have been 
better than Cobb, Wagner or Ruth." 


In spite of the presence of three future Hall of Fame stars on the 1897 
Cleveland Spiders club - Cy Young, Bobby Wallace and Jesse Burkett 
- it was Sockalexis everyone turned out to see play. And they were not 
disappointed. Against Hall of Fame pitcher Amos Rusie, possessor of the 
fastest and nastiest breaking pitch of his day, Sockalexis powered a long 
home run in his very first at bat in New York City at the Polo Grounds. 


Louis Sockalexis was inducted into the Maine Sports Hall of Fame in 1985. 
He was also inducted, along with his second cousin, marathon runner Andrew 
Sockalexis (Boston Marathon second place finisher 1912 and 1913, fourth 
place finisher in the 1912 Olympic Marathon at Stockholm), into the American 
Indian Athletic Hall of Fame in April, 2000 in Tulsa, OK.

The old National League club 
began to be referred to as the 
“Indians” upon the arrival of 
Louis Francis Sockalexis, a 
Penobscot Indian from Old 
Town, Maine, who was a 
member of that club in 1897. 


The following day on January 
18, 1915, on page eight of The 
Plain Dealer, the choice of the 
name “Indians” was further 
amplified. 


“Many years ago there was an 
Indian named Sockalexis who 
was the star of the Cleveland 
baseball club. As batter, 
fielder and baserunner he 
was a marvel. Sockalexis so 
far outshone his teammates 
that he naturally came to 
be regarded as the whole 
team. The ‘fans’ throughout 
the country began to call the 
Clevelanders the ‘Indians.’ It 
was an honorable name, and 
while it stuck the team made 
an excellent record. 


It has now been decided 
to revive this name. The 
Clevelands of 1915 will be the 
‘Indians.’ There will be no real 
Indians on the roster, but the 
name will recall fine traditions. 
Itis looking backward to atime 
when Cleveland had one of 
the most popular teams of the 
United States. It also serves 
to revive the memory of a 
single great player who has 
been gathered to his fathers 
in the happy hunting ground 
of Abenakis.”

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Progressive Insurance purchased the naming rights to the ballpark on January 11, 2008. 


Historians are certain to identify the year 1994 as a 
significant time in the history of the city of Cleveland. The 
Gateway Sports and Entertainment Complex, consisting of 
Progressive Field (formerly Jacobs Field), the current home 
of the Indians, and Quicken Loans Arena (formerly Gund 
Arena), will be remembered as the crown jewel in the city’s 
ever-changing urban landscape. 


Gateway was made possible by its own 50/50 public/private 
partnership - through the support and cooperative efforts 
of the Cleveland business community, government, the 
Indians, our neighbors the Cavaliers, sports fans, and most 
importantly, the people of Cuyahoga County. 


Progressive Field is an urban ballpark in the truest sense, 
both architecturally and aesthetically. Built within the 
physical boundaries of the three main streets in downtown 
Cleveland (Ontario to west, Carnegie to south, and East 9th 
Street to the east), Progressive Field offers a fan-friendly 
facility featuring an intimate environment. The exposed steel 
design, which matches that of the many bridges on the north 
coast, and the vertical light towers, which match the smoke 
stacks of Cleveland's industrial zone and the high-rise office 
buildings in Cleveland's downtown area, are just a couple 
of Progressive Field's architectural features that blend with 
Cleveland's cityscape. 


Progressive Field initially opened its gates to fans on 
Saturday, April 2, 1994 for an exhibition game against 
the Pittsburgh Pirates, but the official opener occurred on 
Monday, April 4, 1994. The Indians came from behind in 
exciting fashion to defeat the Seattle Mariners 4-3 on an 
11th-inning single by Wayne Kirby. The opener included all 
of the pageantry of Opening Day, highlighted by President 
Bill Clinton throwing out the first pitch. 
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Two Cleveland institutions - the Cleveland Indians and 
Progressive Insurance - joined forces on January 11, 2008 
to help bring the excitement of championship baseball to 
fans everywhere. The ballpark that was tabbed as Jacobs 
Field in 1994 is now Progressive Field. 


Progressive, a leading car, motorcycle and commercial 
auto insurer, partnered with the Indians on a 16-year deal 
for the naming rights to the ballpark and also became the 
Official Auto Insurer of the Cleveland Indians. Progressive’s 
payments to the Indians over the 16-year term of the 
agreement were expected to average approximately $3.6 
million annually. 


Now entering its 26th season with an array of privately- 
financed structural and technological ballpark 
enhancements, Progressive Field has played host to the 
World Series on three occasions (1995, 1997 & 2016), 
Postseason play 11 times (1995-1999, 2001, 2007, 2013, 
2016-18 - 47 home games, over two million fans), and 
the 1997 All-Star Game. It led Major League Baseball in 
attendance in 2000, sold out prior to Opening Day five 
seasons (1996-2000), set a Major League record for 
consecutive sellouts with 455 and has entertained over 56 
million fans during the regular season. 


Athree-year series of renovations from 2015-17 significantly 
enhanced the fan experience at Progressive Field, as the 
Indians have worked to substantially upgrade technology 
(MLB's largest scoreboard, new audio system, enhanced 
Wi-Fi, LED light towers), re-imagine communal spaces 
(The Corner Bar, Kids Clubhouse, drink rail areas) and 
build a diverse menu of dining alternatives by inviting local 
restaurants, such as Melt, Barrio & Great Lakes Brewing 
Co., into the ballpark.

Hall of Fame (membership is below), a two-tiered monument park setting that honors 45 of the greatest names in club 
history, 38 memorable moments in club history placed throughout the area at ground level and the Top 100 Indians 
Roster as selected during the 100th Anniversary Celebration in 2001. The top-tier rotunda area (pictured above) honors 
the 19 members of the Indians Hall of Fame who are also enshrined in Cooperstown.

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CLEVELAND INDIANS HALL OF FAME 


The Cleveland Indians Hall of Fame was established in 1951 to recognize those players who 
achieved greatness in a Cleveland uniform. Selected by a committee consisting of baseball historians, 
writers, broadcasters and executives, inductees must have been active at least three seasons for 
Cleveland and be retired at least one year. It consists of 45 players. 

In 2009, the Indians organization established the Distinguished Hall of Fame to honor those non- 
uniformed personnel whose contributions made a significant impact on the fortunes of the franchise. 


Sandy Alomar (1990-2000) - C Inducted in 2009 


Set club record for home runs by a catcher (91) as the team leader during the most exciting decade in Indians history. 
The six-time All-Star led Cleveland to five consecutive (1995-99) A.L. Central Division titles. He won the 1990 A.L. 
Rookie of the Year Award and a Gold Glove after being acquired from San Diego. His best season of 1997 followed 
several injury-marred years. He homered and was MVP of the All-Star Game in Cleveland; batted .324 with 21 
homers and 83 RBI to lead the Tribe to its second World Series in two years; and had five homers and 19 RBI in the 
1997 postseason. 


Earl Averill (1929-39) - OF Inducted in 1951 


The “Earl of Snohomish” was the third player to have their number retired (#3) by the Indians (1975). His 226 home 
runs with the Tribe was a club record until 1996. The six-time A.L. All-Star is the Tribe’s all-time leader in runs (1,154), 
triples (121), RBI (1,084), total bases (3,200) and extra-base hits (724). He had a .322 average with 1,903 hits in 
1,509 games for the Indians and hit .378 (A.L.-best 232 hits) in 1936. He was elected to National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in 1975. 


Carlos Baerga (1990-96, 1999) - 2B Inducted in 2013 


Dynamic talent and personality became fan favorite by leading team from 105 losses in 1991 to World Series in 
1995. Three-time A.L. All-Star matched baseball Hall of Fame second basemen Rogers Hornsby, Nap Lajoie and 
Joe Morgan for hitting prowess over four-year span ('92-'95), hitting .315 with 75 home runs and 389 RBI. Switch- 
hitter was the first Major Leaguer to hit homers from both sides of the plate in same inning, April 7, 1993. Hit .295 in 
15 postseason games in 1995. 


Jim Bagby Sr. (1916-23) - RHP Inducted in 2007 


“Sarge” went 122-85 with 131 complete games for Cleveland, including 23-13 with a 1.96 ERA in 1917. His “Fadeaway 
Pitch” found fame in 1920 while he led the A.L. in wins (31-12 record), complete games (30) and innings (339.2), 
helping the Indians win their first World Series. He was the first pitcher to hit a World Series homer — a three-run shot 
to the centerfield bleachers at League Park that helped beat Brooklyn, 8-1, in Game 5. His son Jim, Jr., went 55-54 
for the Tribe (1941-45). 


Albert Belle (1989-96) - OF Inducted in 2016 


One of baseball's most feared sluggers of the 1990s. Ranks in franchise top ten in Home Runs (2nd), RBI (10th), 
On-Base + Slugging (5th). Single-season franchise record holder in extra base hits with 103 in 1995 and Slugging 
PCT (.714) in 1994. In 1993 led MLB in RBI (129). In 1995 led MLB in Slugging Percentage (.690), Total Bases (377), 
Home Run s(50), Extra Base Hits (103), and tied for league lead in Doubles (52). In 1996 led A.L. in RBI (148). Four- 
time All-Star with the Tribe. Only player in baseball history to hit 50 hrs and 50 doubles in the same season (1995). 


Lou Boudreau (1938-50) - SS Inducted in 1954 


Most popular player of his era, the “Boy Manager” was driving force behind Tribe’s 1948 World Series Title. The 
shortstop was A.L. MVP in 1948 (.355, 18 HR, 106 RBI). He was the winningest manager in club history (728-649) 
as player-manager from 1942-50. Boudreau made seven All-Star Game appearances and was the batting champion 
(.327) in 1944. He was the second Tribe player to have their uniform number (#5) retired. Among the clubs all-time 
leaders in games, runs, hits, doubles and extra-base hits. Lou was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1970. 
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CLEVELAND INDIANS HALL OF FAME MEMBERS (continued) 


Bill Bradley (1901-10) - 3B Inducted in 1957 


The native Clevelander anchored hot corner in first decade of club’s franchise history. He jumped his contract with 
the Chicago Cubs in 1901 to join Cleveland. He set a number of career highs (.304, 11 HR, 77 RBI, 104 runs) in 
1902 and had a career-best 84 RBI in 1904. Led A.L. third baseman in fielding percentage four times and hit .272 in 
1,231 games with the Indians. Led the club in doubles and triples three times, runs scored twice and is among Tribe 
leaders in triples and steals. Bradley hit for the cycle on September 24, 1903 at Washington. After his playing days, 
he became a long time scout for the Indians. 


Jesse Burkett (1891-98) - LF Inducted in 1951 


Known by teammates as “Crab” he was a career .338 hitter. Two times he batted above .400. In 1896, he led the 
national league in games (133), plate appearances, at-bats (586), runs (160), hits (240) and batting average (.410). 
Led Cleveland to two temple cups, winning the series in 1895. In 1899, he was traded to the St. Louis Perfectos when 
owner Frank deHass Robinson dismantled the spiders. He was inducted into the baseball hall of fame in 1946 and is 
the only member whose primary team is listed as the Spiders. 


Ray Chapman (1912-20) - SS Inducted in 2006 


Standout shortstop was fatally beaned by pitcher Carl Mays of the Yankees on August 16, 1920 at Polo Grounds in 
New York, and died the next day. “Chappie” had been Cleveland’s starting shortstop since 1913 and batted .300 or 
better in three of his final seasons. His 52 steals in 1917 was a club record until 1980. Led A.L. in runs (84) and walks 
(84) in 1918 and led club in runs scored three times. Hit .278 with 233 stolen bases in 1,015 games and was a fine 
fielder. Ranks among Tribe leaders in steals and triples. 


Rocky Colavito (1955-59, 1965-67) - OF Inducted in 2006 


Electrified fans with power bat and strong throwing arm. “The Rock” tied Major League record with four consecutive 
HR June 10, 1959 at Baltimore. He hit 300 homers faster than all but four players in the history of baseball. Led the A.L. 
with 42 HR in 1959 and 108 RBI in 1965. In 1966, Colavito led the A.L. in slugging (.620) in 1958, home runs (42) in 
1959, RBI (108) in 1965, and walks (93) and fielding (1.000) in 1966. He’s among Tribe’s all-time leaders in home runs 
and slugging percentage, hitting 190 homers in 913 games for the club and 374 in his career (1955-68). The three- 
time A.L. All-Star (1959, 1965-66) was voted most memorable personality in club history in a poll conducted in 1975. 


Stan Coveleski (1916-24) - RHP Inducted in 1966 


Fourth winningest pitcher in club history and was mound star of 1920 World Series, tying Series record with three 
wins and brought a championship to Cleveland with 3-0 victory in the seventh game vs. Brooklyn. He allowed just two 
runs (0.67 ERA) in the three complete-game victories the entire series. Won 20+ games in four consecutive seasons 
(1918-21). Coveleski pitched a club-record 19 innings on May 14, 1918. Went 172-123 with 2.80 ERA, 31 shutouts 
and 194 complete games in nine years with Indians and was elected to National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1969. 


Larry Doby (1947-55, 1958) - OF Inducted in 1966 


First African-American player in A.L. history. He helped the Tribe to two A.L. pennants as an all-around star 
outfielder. Doby, 23, was signed by Bill Veeck in 1947 after starring with the Negro League Newark Eagles. Hit .318 
in 1948 World Series, including a decisive home run in game four. The outfielder led the A.L. in homers (32) and 
runs (104) in 1952 and homers (32) and RBI (126) in 1954. Among Tribe’s all-time leaders in HR, RBI, walks and 
slugging percentage. Was the fifth player to have uniform number retired (#14) by Indians and was elected to National 
Baseball Hall of Fame in 1998. 


Bob Feller (1936-56) - RHP Inducted in 1957 


Feller is arguably the greatest pitcher in club history. He is the Tribe's all-time leader in wins (266), strikeouts (2,581), 
walks (1,764) starts (484), complete games (279) and innings (3,827). “Rapid Robert” led the A.L. in wins six times and 
strikeouts seven times. He set club single-season records for strikeouts (348), innings (371), shutouts (10) and complete 
games (36) in 1946. Feller pitched a club-record three no-hitters and 12 one-hitters. The eight-time A.L. All-Star tossed 
44 career shutouts and was the first player to have his uniform number retired (#19) by the Indians. A true patriot, Bob 
proudly served in the U.S. Navy from 1941-45. He was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1962. 


Wes Ferrell (1927-33) - RHP Inducted in 2009 


The only pitcher in MLB history to win 20 or more games in each of his first four full seasons, he was 91-48 during 
that time (1929-32). Compiled a 102-62 record with 113 complete games during his career in Cleveland. Overall with 
six teams through 1933, he had a 193-128 record. Holds the MLB record for home runs by a pitcher (37). Overall, 
he hit .280 with 38 homers and 208 RBI. Though he twice won 25 games, his most complete season was 1931 with 
Cleveland. He had a 22-12 record, 27 complete games, three saves, nine homers, 30 RBI and a .319 batting average. 
Owns the third best winning pct. (.622) in club history (based on 1,000 or more innings pitched). 
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Elmer Flick (1902-10) - OF Inducted in 1963 


The speedy Bedford, Ohio native won 1905 A.L. batting title (.308). He led the league in triples three times (1905- 
‘07) and steals twice. Ranks third in club history with 106 triples and sixth in steals (207). His career peaked from 
1904-07 with four consecutive seasons batting over .300. The Tribe turned down Detroit's trade offer of Ty Cobb for 
Flick, who hit .299 in 935 games with Indians and .313 with 353 steals in his 13-year career. He was elected to the 
National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1963. 


Mike Garcia (1948-59) - RHP Inducted in 2007 


“The Big Bear” had a 142-96 record and 21 saves for Cleveland as he joined Hall of Famers Bob Feller, Bob Lemon 
and Early Wynn in the Indians’ famed “big four” rotation. A three-time All-Star (1952-54), he twice led the A.L. in 
ERA (2.36 as a rookie in 1949 and 2.64 in 1954 as Cleveland won 111 games and the A.L. pennant). Garcia won 18 
or more games in four straight seasons from 1951-54. 


Joe Gordon (1947-50, 1958-60) - 2B/Manager Inducted in 2008 


The acrobatic second baseman teamed with shortstop Lou Boudreau to form one of the finest double-play 
combinations in franchise history. “Flash” hit 32 home runs with 124 RBI in 1948 as the Indians were crowned World 
Series Champions. During his 11 year career, Gordon was a nine-time All-Star, including three times with Cleveland 
(1947-49). An inspirational leader, he became manager of the Indians in 1958 and guided the club to a second place 
finish in 1959. Gordon was involved in one of the most bizarre trades in baseball history when, as manager of the 
Indians in 1960, he was traded to Detroit for Tigers Manager Jimmy Dykes. It was the only time in baseball history 
that managers were traded. 


Mel Harder (1927-47) - RHP Inducted in 1951 


Revered legend made his mark as a pitcher and pitching coach, wearing an Indians uniform for 36 consecutive 
seasons. His 20 consecutive seasons as Tribe player and 582 games pitched are club records. He had a 223-186 
career record and is second to Bob Feller in innings pitched, wins and starts. Harder’s 13 scoreless All-Star innings, 
over four games (1934-37), is a Major League record. He won 15 or more games eight times and led the Indians in 
wins five times, innings pitched and ERA four times. Harder was the Tribe’s pitching coach for 16 seasons (1948-63) 
before becoming the fourth Indians player to have their uniform number retired (#18). 


Mike Hargrove (1979-99) - 1B/Manager Inducted in 2008 


“Grover” spent 21 years with the Indians organization — including eight and a half seasons as the Tribe’s manager 
(1991-99) and seven as a player (1979-85). He batted .325, .304 and .317 in his first three seasons with the Tribe, 
including a 23-game hitting streak in 1980. Hargrove compiled a 721-591 record as Indians manager, winning two 
A.L. pennants (1995 and 1997) and five consecutive A.L. Central Division Titles (1995-99). His 721 wins as manager 
ranked second to Lou Boudreau’s 728 and his .550 winning percentage as Tribe skipper ranked third all-time to 
Boudreau and Al Lopez. 


Jim Hegan (1941-57) - C Inducted in 1966 


Was the catcher for the great Tribe pitching staffs of the 1950s, including the championship teams of 1948 and 1954. 
Known as a brilliant defensive catcher and handler of pitchers. Hegan caught 100+ games each season from 1947- 
56 and holds the catchers’ club record for games (1,491) and putouts (6,959). He led A.L. catchers in double plays 
four times, putouts three times and assists twice. Caught three no-hitters and six different 20-game winning pitchers 
with the Tribe. Was a five-time A.L. All-Star, playing in 1,526 games over his 14 seasons with the Indians. 


Joe Jackson (1910-15) - OF Inducted in 1951 


“Shoeless” Joe Jackson, in 674 games, is the franchise leader in career batting average (.375). He set the club single- 
season records for batting average (.408) and hits (233) in 1911. Jackson led the A.L. in hits (226) and triples (26) in 
1912 and hits (197), doubles (36) and slugging (.551) in 1913. Considered one of the greatest pure hitters in baseball 
history, only Ty Cobb and Rogers Hornsby have a higher Major League lifetime batting average than Jackson's .356. 
He was traded to Chicago (A.L.) in 1915 and barred from MLB in 1921 for involvement in the 1919 Black Sox scandal. 


Charlie Jamieson (1919-32) - OF Inducted in 2016 


Mne of the most beloved Cleveland players of his era. Known by fans and teammates as “Jamie” and “Ball Hawk.” 
Ranks in franchise top ten in runs (4th), Hits (5th), Doubles (7th), At Bats (8th), Walks (9th), Total Bases (9th), Games 
Played (9th) Batting Average (10th), and Triples (10th). In 1923 led A.L. in Hits (222). Twice led MLB in singles 
(1923,1924). Member of 1920 World Series Champions. Cleveland celebrated “Charlie Jamieson Day” At League 
Park on May 11, 1929. 
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CLEVELAND INDIANS HALL OF FAME MEMBERS (continued) 


Addie Joss (1902-10) - RHP Inducted in 2006 


Joss is the owner of a perfect game, tossed on October 2, 1908 in the heat of a pennant race. The 1-0 win against 
Chicago ranks as one of baseball’s all-time top pitching performances. Set the club record for ERA (1.16) in 1908. 
Throughout his time with the Tribe, he went 160-97, including a no-hitter against the White Sox on April 29, 1910, 
and is the Tribe's all-time leader in ERA (1.89) and shutouts (45), second in winning percentage (.623) and complete 
games (234). The righthander had four 20-win seasons (1905-1908), but died tragically in 1911 at the age of 31 of 
tubercular meningitis. He was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1978. 


Ken Keltner (1937-49) - 3B Inducted in 1951 


A seven-time All-Star at the hot corner with a glove and bat, Keltner made two brilliant defensive plays to help halt 
Joe DiMaggio’s 56-game hitting streak in 1941 at Cleveland Stadium. He is the club's all-time leader at third base in 
games, putouts, assists and double plays. He totaled 163 homers, 850 RBI and .276 average in 1,513 games with the 
Indians. Had career highs of 31 HR, 119 RBI, 91 runs in 1948 and .325 average in 1939. He is also among the Tribe 
All-Time Leaders in games, at-bats, hits, doubles, home runs, total bases, RBI and extra-base hits. 


Napoleon Lajoie (1902-14) - 2B Inducted in 1951 


An all-time great second baseman, he revived Cleveland baseball upon his arrival in 1902. He led the A.L. in batting 
average in 1903-04 and 1910. The team name of Naps from 1903 to 1914 was in his honor. He is the Tribe’s all-time 
leader in hits (2,046) and at-bats (6,043) and among leaders in games, runs, doubles, triples, total bases, RBI, extra- 
base hits, batting average and steals. The player-manager from 1905-09, is a member of the 3,000 hit club and was 
elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1937. 


Bob Lemon (1946-58) - RHP Inducted in 1960 


Conversion from position player to pitcher launched his Hall of Fame career that included 37 home runs and a no- 
hitter. A seven-time 20-game winner, led the A.L. in wins three times (1950, 1954-55). Trails only Bob Feller and Mel 
Harder in club wins (207), starts (350) and innings pitched (2,850). Lemon, a seven-time All-Star, went 207-108 with 
22 saves in 460 games and is among the Tribe’s All-Time Leaders in strikeouts, shutouts, winning pct. and complete 
games. He won two games in the 1948 Fall Classic and was the sixth Tribe player to have their number retired (#21). 
He was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1976. 


Kenny Lofton (1992-96, 1998-2001, 2007) - OF Inducted in 2010 


Among the most popular Indians ever as the catalyst atop the lineup of the great Cleveland clubs of the 1990s. 
Played 10 seasons becoming all-time club leader in stolen bases with 452. Ranks 3rd all-time in runs scored (975); 
9th in hits (1,512); and 11th in walks (611). Led American League in stolen bases five straight season 1992-96. 
Established AL and club rookie record w/66 stolen bases in 1992. Led league in hits in 1994 w/160, and in triples in 
95 w/13. Dynamic style and athletic ability earned him four gold gloves. Was a five-time A.L. All-Star. Member of 
Indians 100th Anniversary Starting Lineup. 


Al Lopez (1951-56) - Manager Inducted in 2006 


“El Senor” guided Tribe to 1954 A.L. pennant and five second place finishes to the NY Yankees in six seasons at 
helm of Indians. Winning percentage of .617 (570-354) is best in club history. Earned 1,140 career wins as manager 
and is among the All-Time Major League leaders. The Hall of Famer was a standout catcher for 19 seasons, one 
with the Tribe (1947). 


Sam McDowell (1961-71) - LHP Inducted in 2006 


“Sudden Sam” overpowered A.L. hitters, winning five strikeout titles (1965-66, 68-70). He twice topped 300 “Ks”- 325 
in 1965 and 304 in 1970. An imposing lefthander - ranks second to Bob Feller in club history with 2,159 strikeouts in 
2,109 innings. Among Tribe all-time leaders in ERA, shutouts, innings pitched and starts. The six-time A.L. All-Star 
went 122-109 with a 2.99 ERA in Cleveland and had a career-best 1.81 ERA in 1968. 


Charles Nagy (1990-2000) - RHP Inducted in 2007 


A member of the 1988 US Olympic team and first-round draft pick, Charlie became a three-time A.L. All-Star (1992, 
96, 99). He was Cleveland’s most consistent starter, posting a 129-103 record for a team that won six A.L. Central 
Division Titles in seven years. The best years include 1992 (17-10, career-best 2.96 ERA, 10 complete games and 
three shutouts) and 1996 (17-5, 3.41 ERA). His single in 1992 was the first hit by a pitcher in an All-Star Game in 29 
years. He currently ranks 10th in innings pitched and fifth in strikeouts in Indians history. Nagy was among the most 
popular players in the era, pitching in 15 postseason games, including the World Series in 1995 and 1997. 
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Steve O’Neill (1911-23) - C Inducted in 1951 


O'Neill spent his first 13 years of 17-year career in Cleveland, catching 149 of 154 regular season games in the 1920 
Championship season. Had a streak of nine straight seasons (1915-23) with 100+ games behind the plate. He is the 
Tribe’s career catching leader in assists and double plays. Hit .300 or better three straight seasons (1920-22). Played 
in 1,365 games for Indians and had a 199-168 record as the team’s Manager from 1935-37. 


Satchel Paige (1948-49) - RHP Inducted in 1965 


Daring signing of Paige by Bill Veeck made difference in the 1948 A.L. pennant race. The Negro League legend won 
six of his seven decisions down the stretch with a 2.48 ERA as a 42-year old rookie. His appearance in the 1948 
World Series was the first ever by an African-American pitcher. He won hundreds of games from 1924 to 1948 before 
signing with the Indians. Paige was 10-8 with six saves in 52 games for the Tribe and was an all-time fan favorite, 
while pitching professionally into the 1960s. He was the first player inducted to the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
for his performance in the Negro Leagues (1971). 


Gaylord Perry (1972-75) - RHP Inducted in 2012 


Perry is a Cooperstown Hall of Famer who was the first pitcher to win the Cy Young Award in each league. He won 
his first Cy Young Award in 1972 while with the Indians, winning 24 games with 1.92 ERA and 234 strikeouts. In his 
three-plus seasons with the Tribe, Perry went 70-57 with a 2.51 ERA and had a save in his only relief outing. He 
was a two-time All-Star with Indians during the 1972 and 1974 seasons. Overall, Perry was a five-time All-Star with 
a record of 314-265 in 22 seasons (5350IP/3534Ks). 


Frank Robinson (1974-76) - 1B/DH/Manager Inducted in 2016 


In 1975 became the first African-American manager in Major League history. In his first game as player-manager hit 
a first-inning home run on opening day. April 8, 1975. Managed the tribe from 1975-1977 (186-189 Record). Managed 
sixteen total seasons in MLB. Played 21 seasons for five organizations (Cin, Bal, LAD, CAL, CLE) Elected to National 
Baseball Hall of Fame in 1982. 


Al Rosen (1947-56) - 3B Inducted in 2006 


A stellar career was highlighted by an A.L. MVP season in 1953, the last Indian to do so. “Flip” came within one hit 
of winning the 1953 Triple Crown (.336 BA, 43 HR, 145 RBI), ending up losing the batting title that year by .001. He 
also led the AL that season in runs and hits (201). Rosen twice led the A.L. in homers and RBI (37 in 1950 and 105 
in 1952, respectively being the other years). He had five straight 100+ RBI seasons from 1950-54 and is among the 
Tribe’s All-Time Leaders in HRs and slugging percentage. In his last seven years (1950-56) before retiring at age 32, 
he averaged 27 homers, 86 runs, 102 RBI and a .287 average. The four-time A.L. All-Star was the hero of the 1954 
All-Star Game in Cleveland when he hit two homers with five RBI. 


Herb Score (1955-59) - LHP Inducted in 2006 


A dazzling pitching career, cut short by injury, preceded 30+ years as a beloved voice of Indians Baseball. The 
left-handed flame-thrower was the A.L. Rookie of the Year (16-10, 2.85 ERA) in 1955 and 20-game winner (20-9, 
2.53 ERA) in 1956. The two-time All-Star led the majors in strikeouts both seasons (fanned 245 in 1955 and 263 
in 1956). Having fanned 547 in his first 512 innings, Score never equaled his early success after being hit by a line 
drive on May 7, 1957, and retired in 1962 with a 55-46 mark. He began broadcasting Indians Baseball on TV in 1964, 
moved to radio booth in 1968 where he remained until his retirement after 1997 season, a total of 34 years as a Tribe 
broadcaster. 


Joe Sewell (1920-31) - SS Inducted in 1951 


After replacing Ray Chapman in 1920, the rookie helped the Indians to a pennant and World Series kick-starting his 
Hall of Fame career. Having amazing bat control, this shortstop set a league-record for fewest strikeouts (only four 
in 608 ABs in 1925; just 114 in a 7,132 career ABs) and played in 1,103 straight games (1922-1930). Sewell topped 
A.L. shortstops in fielding percentage three times and led the A.L. in doubles (45) in 1924. He’s among the Tribe’s 
all-time leaders in games, at-bats, runs, hits, doubles, total bases, RBI, extra-base hits, batting average and walks. 
His younger brother, Luke, played for the Tribe (1921-1932, 1939). Sewell was elected to the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame in 1977. 
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CLEVELAND INDIANS HALL OF FAME MEMBERS (continued) 


Louis Francis Sockalexis (1897-99) - OF Inducted in 2006 


A Penobscot Indian from Old Town, Maine, Louis Sockalexis caused a nationwide sensation playing baseball in 
Cleveland in the spring of 1897 as the first American Indian to play professional baseball. Sockalexis was considered 
one of the top collegiate baseball players of his day, earning Hall of Fame honors at Holy Cross. “Sock” was known 
for his powerful bat, swiftness on the base paths, and his legendary long, accurate throws from the outfield. The 
Cleveland Indians organization is proud to acknowledge Louis Francis Sockalexis, a Native American who has left 
his mark on America’s national pastime and inspired the nickname used to this very day. 


Tris Speaker (1916-26) - OF Inducted in 1951 


The legendary center fielder, acquired from the Boston Red Sox for $50,000, was an Indians star and leader 
throughout his career in Cleveland. A player-manager from 1919-1926, the “Gray Eagle” led the Indians to the 1920 
World Championship. He won the 1912 MVP and A.L. batting title (.387) in 1916. He is the Tribe's all-time leader in 
doubles (486) and outfield assists (449) and had 3,515 hits for a career .344 average. Speaker is the all-time Major 
League leader with 792 doubles. He was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1937. 


Jim Thome (1991-2002, 2011) - 1B/3B Inducted in 2016 


Selected in 13th Round of the 1989 Draft and became Indians All-Time Home Run King (337). Ranks Seventh in 
Major League History with 612 home runs. Ranks in franchise top ten in Walks (1st), RBI (2nd), Slugging PCT (3rd), 
Total Bases (4th) and Runs (5th). Set single-season franchise record with 52 home runs in 2002 and 127 walks in 
1999. Three-time All-Star with the Tribe. Hit the longest home run in Progressive Field History on July 2, 1999 (511ft). 


Andre Thornton (1977-87) - 1B/DH Inducted in 2007 


One of the Indians’ great sluggers, “Thunder” provided consistent offense for a decade. The two-time All-Star totaled 
214 homers, 419 extra-base hits, 1,954 total bases and 749 RBI, playing in 1,225 games in a Tribe uniform. He hit for 
the cycle at Boston’s Fenway Park on April 22, 1978. Thornton had 33 homers, 105 RBI in 1978; 32 homers, 116 RBI 
in 1982 and 33 homers, 99 RBI in 1984. His 119 home runs are the most by an Indians player at Cleveland Municipal 
Stadium. A man of deep faith, Andre was the recipient of the Roberto Clemente Award for playing excellence and 
exemplary community service in 1979. 


Hal Trosky (1933-41) - 1B Inducted in 1951 


The slugging first baseman burst on the scene in 1934 with 35 HR, 142 RBI and a .330 BA. He held the club record for 
single-season RBI (162) from 1936 to 1999. Led the club in HR six times and RBI five times. In his 1,124 games with 
Cleveland (1933-41), Trosky totaled 216 homers, 911 RBI and a .313 average. He had career highs of 42 homers, 162 
RBI, 124 runs and a .343 average in 1936. His career was curtailed after the 1941 season by migraine headaches. 


Omar Vizquel (1994-2004) - SS Inducted in 2014 


Entertained fans with his dazzling defense, leaping throws and bare-handed plays during his 11 seasons in a Tribe 
uniform. Acrobatic shortstop won 8 of his 11 Gold Gloves with the Tribe, most in franchise history. In 2000 set 
franchise record for shortstops with just 3 errors and a .995 fielding pct. was a 3-time A.L. All-Star. fan favorite helped 
Tribe win 6 A.L. Central titles and 2 A.L. Pennants. owns franchise record for most sac flies (62), and ranks in top 10 in 
stolen bases (2nd), ABs (5th), runs (6th), hits (7th), doubles (8th), walks, total bases and games played (10th). Member 
of Indians 100th anniversary starting lineup. 


Early Wynn (1949-57, 1963) - RHP Inducted in 1972 


The burly, tough hurler won 164 of 300 big league wins in an Indians uniform, including four 20-win seasons. For 10 
years in Cleveland, his overall record with the Tribe was 164-102 with 10 saves and a 3.24 ERA. He led the club in 
innings pitched five times (1951, 1954-57) and strikeouts five times (1951-54, 1957). His 300th victory came in an 
Indians uniform on July 13, 1963 after a five-year stint with the White Sox. Wynn, a six-time All-Star (three with the 
Indians), was the Tribe’s pitching coach from 1964-66. He was elected to the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1972. 


Cy Young (1889-99, 1909-11) - RHP Inducted in 1951 


The winningest pitcher in Major League Baseball History hailed from Newscomerstown, Ohio. “Cy” established his 
legend with the Cleveland Spiders of the National League. He led the Spiders to a Temple Cup Championship in 
1895. From 1890 to 1898, Young won 241 games with the Spiders. After 10 years away from Cleveland, he returned 
to pitch in 63 games for the Indians (1909-11), winning 29 of his 511 big league victories. Young’s complete career 
record included winning 20 or more games 15 times and 30 or more five times. He was elected to the National 
Baseball Hall of Fame in 1937, the second year players were inducted.

Paul J. Dolan 
Owner/Chairman/Chief Executive Officer 


The Dolan family's ownership of the Cleveland Indians enters its 20th season in 2019, while 
Paul Dolan begins his seventh campaign as the primary control person of the franchise 
after being formally approved by Major League Baseball on Jan. 10, 2013. Paul continues 
to serve as Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of the Indians, roles that he accepted 
prior to the 2011 season. He began as Vice President, General Counsel of the Indians 
upon joining the organization in 2000 and later served as the club's President from 2004-10. 


Paul was born and raised in nearby Chardon, Ohio where he attended high school at 
Gilmour Academy in Gates Mills. He graduated with a B.A. degree from St. Lawrence 
University in 1980 and received his Juris Doctorate from the University of Notre Dame's 
Law School in 1983. Prior to joining the Indians, Paul was a partner at Thrasher, Dinsmore & Dolan, a Chardon, Ohio 
based law firm. 


Dolan is involved in various business interests throughout Northeast Ohio and is engaged with many philanthropic 
and civic boards throughout the Northeast Ohio community. He is currently serving as a board member for The Great 
Lakes Science Center, The Cleveland Clinic, Greater Cleveland Partnership, Playhouse Square Foundation, United 
Way of Greater Cleveland, and Evergreen Cooperatives. Paul has been the co-chairman for VeloSano Bike to Cure 
in each of the event's first five years (2014-18) and also races as an Indians team member. 


Paul and his wife, Karen, reside in Geauga County and have two adult sons.

John Sherman was announced as Vice Chairman and minority ownership partner of the 
Cleveland Indians on August 19, 2016. 


Along-time entrepreneur and philanthropist, Sherman has been responsible for establishing 
two successful businesses in Kansas City, Missouri and has provided extensive charitable 
support throughout surrounding communities. 


His first startup, LPG Services Group, grew rapidly and merged with Dynegy (NYSE:DYN) 
in 1996. Sherman later founded Inergy L.P., which went public in 2001. He led Inergy 
through a period of tremendous growth, merging it with Crestwood Holdings in 2013, 
and continues to serve on the board of [now] Crestwood Equity Partners (NYSE:CEQP). 


John was recognized as an Ernst & Young Entrepreneur of the Year in 2002 and later inducted into the 2014 inaugural class 
of the University of Missouri-Kansas City’s (UMKC) Bloch School of Business Entrepreneurs Hall of Fame with a group 
that included Ewing Kauffman, the original owner of the Kansas City Royals — who brought Major League Baseball back 
to Kansas City — and Lamar Hunt, a founder of the American Football League (AFL) and owner of the Kansas City Chiefs. 


John and his wife, Marny, reside in Kansas City, Missouri. The couple is active in numerous charitable efforts, with heavy 
involvement in educational opportunities for the underserved. John is past Chair of the Board of Directors for both the 
Civic Council of Greater Kansas City and The Truman Presidential Library Institute. He currently sits on the Board of 
Directors for the Civic Council, UMKC Foundation and Teach for America Kansas City, while also serving as a trustee of 
the Kauffman Foundation and the National World War | Museum.

Chris Antonetti 


President, Baseball Operations 


Now entering his 21st year as a member of the Cleveland Indians franchise, Chris Antonetti 
begins his fourth full season as President of Baseball Operations after being elevated to the 
position on October 6, 2015. The 2019 campaign will mark his ninth overseeing the club's 
Baseball Operations after spending five seasons as the club’s Executive Vice President and 
General Manager from 2011-15. 


Antonetti, 44, has worked with GM Mike Chernoff and their staff to build a foundation for 
sustained success by seeking to maximize all avenues of player acquisition and development, 
while also cultivating an organizational culture that supports continual learning and growth. 


Chris guided a reshaping of Cleveland's Major League club prior to the 2013 campaign, 
which began with the hiring of Terry Francona, a two-time World Series champion with more than 30 years of professional 
baseball experience, as Indians manager on Oct. 8, 2012. In the six years since, Cleveland has posted the American 
League’s best record (.562, 545-425) by a five-win margin - second-best in the Majors overall - while entering the final 
week of each of those six campaigns in Postseason contention, highlighted most notably by three consecutive A.L. Central 
titles and appearances in the 2013 A.L. Wild Card Game, 2016 World Series, 2017 A.L. Division Series and 2018 A.L. 
Division Series. The Indians stand as one of just five teams in the Majors - two in the A.L. - to post six consecutive winning 
seasons entering 2019. In recognition of recent organizational accomplishments, Antonetti was named 2016 Executive 
of the Year by Baseball America following the Tribe’s World Series run and 2017 Executive of the Year by Sporting News 
after Cleveland achieved the third 100-win campaign (102-60) in the 118-year history of the franchise. 


Over a nine-year period from 2002-10, Chris assisted with significant rebuilding efforts as both Assistant GM (January 
2002) and, later, Vice President of Baseball Operations (March 2007) that were rewarded when the Indians led Major 
League Baseball in wins and advanced to the 2007 A.L. Championship Series. He originally joined the Indians organization 
prior to the 1999 season as an assistant in the Baseball Operations Department and was promoted to Director of Major 
League Operations in August 2001. 


Chris began his career in professional baseball in the summer of 1997 as an intern with the Montreal Expos in West Palm 
Beach, FL. He was later hired as Assistant Director of Player Development with the Expos in November 1997 and served 
in that position until joining the Indians staff. 


Antonetti graduated magna cum laude from Georgetown University in 1996 with a degree in Business Administration and 
earned a master’s degree from the University of Massachusetts in Sport Management the following year. At Georgetown 
he was a student manager for the men's basketball team for one and a half years under John Thompson, Jr. 


Chris and his wife, Sarah, live in Rocky River, OH with their daughters, Mya and Ella. 
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Brian Barren 
President, Business Operations 


Brian Barren enters his sixth season with the Cleveland Indians and third as President of 
Business Operations after being elevated to the position in January 2017. He joined the 
organization in January 2014 and served as Executive Vice President of Sales & Marketing 
over his first three seasons. In his present capacity, Brian oversees all aspects of the club's 
business functions. 


Barren joined the Indians following an accomplished, 24-year career with Procter & Gamble 
in Cincinnati, OH where he developed a wide variety of skill sets and expertise in Customer 
Business Development (customer general management and value creation) and personnel 
5 development across multiple functions (sales, marketing, finance, logistics, systems, human 
resources). Brian held multiple high-level leadership roles within the company, including profit and loss responsibility on 
P&G's Wal-Mart and Kroger Teams, two of P&G's top seven multi-functional Customer Business Development teams in 
the world. He also led Market Strategy and Planning organizations, Customer Innovation capability, and multi-functional 
acquisition teams across a wide variety of product categories during his tenure, which began in June of 1989. 


Brian is a 1989 graduate of Princeton University, where he earned a degree in History that included his senior year thesis 
researching the integration of Major League Baseball. He played football for four years at Princeton as a classmate and 
teammate of Toronto Blue Jays President & CEO Mark Shapiro; his teammates on the Tigers football team also included 
current Dallas Cowboys Head Coach Jason Garrett and current Princeton University Head Football Coach Bob Surace. 
Brian was also an Army ROTC scholarship student as an undergrad at Princeton, fulfilling his commitment to the U.S. 
Army as a tank commander upon graduation.

Hargrove also spent four seasons (2000-03) managing the Baltimore Orioles and three 
seasons with the Seattle Mariners (2005-07), recording a career Major League managerial 
record of 1188-1173 (.503) over 16 seasons. Mike played for the Indians from 1979-85 and was named Indians “Man of 
the Year” in 1980 & 1981 and won the Frank Gibbons “Good Guy” Award in 1985. He finished his Major League career 
as a .290 (1614-5564) hitter in 1666 games from 1974-85, earning A.L. Rookie of the Year honors with Texas in 1974 
(.323, 4HR, 66RBI). Mike led the A.L. with a .432 OBP in 1981. His best year in Cleveland was 1980 when he hit .304 
with 11 HR, 86 runs and 85 RBI. 


The 2008 Indians Hall of Fame inductee fulfills a variety of roles for the organization, as Hargrove assists Terry Francona 
and his coaching staff in spring training, provides guest color commentary on a number of broadcasts throughout the 
season and serves as a key resource for the many business, community and charitable endeavors of the franchise.

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2018 CLEVELAND INDIANS SEASON IN REVIEW 


2018: THIRD STRAIGHT DIVISION CROWN: The Cleveland Indians posted their sixth consecutive winning 
season, finishing the 2018 campaign with a record of 91-71 (.562) to win their third consecutive A.L. Central Divi- 
sion title, tenth overall...following the 1994 strike, Cleveland first won the A.L. Central in 1995, adding the others 
in ‘96, ‘97, ‘98, ‘99, ‘01, ‘07, ‘16 and ‘17...Tribe’s 10 division crowns are easily most in the A.L. Central, followed 
by Minnesota (6), Detroit (4), Chicago-AL (3) and Kansas City (1)...2016-18 signals just the second stretch of 
three consecutive division titles in Cleveland franchise history, joining the Tribe’s run of five straight from 
‘95-’99...the 2018 Indians finished with a 13.0-game lead over 2nd-place Minnesota in the division standings... 
Tribe held a lead of at least 27.0 games over the remaining three teams in the division, Detroit (+27.0G), Chicago-AL 
(+29.0G) and Kansas City (+33.0G)...Cleveland clinched the A.L. Central Division title, as well as the club’s fourth 
Postseason berth in six years ('13, ‘16-'18), with a 15-0 victory on Sept. 15 vs. Detroit...first team in MLB to clinch 
its respective division crown in 2018...marked the sixth time to clinch the A.L. Central while playing in Cleveland, as 
the Indians also secured division titles at home in ‘95, ‘97, ‘01, ‘07 and ‘17.

At 91-71 (.562), Cleveland finished with the 5th-best winning pct. in the A.L. and 8th-best in the Majors... 
Cleveland's current streak of six consecutive winning seasons from 2013-18 signals the longest such stretch for the 
Indians since stringing together 8 such campaigns from 1994-2001...Cleveland joins New York-AL as one of only two 
A.L. teams to finish above .500 in each of the last six seasons, one of just five teams in the Majors to do so along 
with Los Angeles-NL, St. Louis and Washington...in going a combined 545-425 (.562) from 2013-18, Cleveland owns 
the A.L.’s best winning pct. over the past six seasons since TERRY FRANCONA was named as the franchise’s 42nd 
manager, also 2nd-best in the Majors behind only the Dodgers.

Cleveland sat below the .500 mark [for the final time] as late as May 20 (22-23), holding just a 1.5-game lead at the 
time; following a May 21 off day, the Tribe went 69-48 (.590) the rest of the way to gain 11.5 games in the A.L. Central 
standings - tied for the 6th-best record in the Majors over that span...Cleveland finished the season 20 games above 
the .500 mark, one win shy of matching the club's high-water mark of 2018 (+21G, 73-52 on Aug. 21)...the club’s 
low-water mark of 2018 was 2 games below .500 (3-5 on April 7). 


ANOTHER 90-WIN SEASON: Cleveland (91-71) eclipsed the 90-win threshold for a third consecutive season and 
for the 21st time in franchise history...marked just the third time in Indians franchise history for the club to record at 
least 90 victories in three consecutive seasons, as Cleveland also accomplished the feat from 1950-55 (6 straight) 
and 1999-2001 (3 straight). 


THE STANDINGS: Cleveland (91-71, .562) finished the regular season with sole possession of 1st place in the A.L. 
Central Division standings, as the Tribe finished with a 13.0-game lead over 2nd-place Minnesota (78-84)...Detroit 
(64-98, -27.0G) finished in 3rd place, Chicago-AL (62-100, -29.0G) finished in 4th place and Kansas City (58-104, 
-33.0G) finished in 5th place...Cleveland’s largest divisional lead of 2018 was +16.5G (total of 2 days: Sept. 6 & Sept. 
8)...Cleveland’s largest divisional deficit of the season was -2.0G (total of one day: April 5)...the Indians spent 168 
total days in 1st place, 10 days in 2nd place, 7 days in 3rd place, one day in 4th place and no days in 5th place... 
Cleveland held the top spot in the division for 163 consecutive days to end the season from April 21 on. 
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A.L. CENTRAL SUCCESS: For a third straight year, Cleveland’s A.L. Central title was powered by considerable 
success against divisional opponents, as the Indians went 49-27 (.645) against A.L. Central foes in 2018 - tied for 
Cleveland’s 2nd-most intradivision wins ever since 1994 realignment, one win shy of the all-time mark set 
by the 2017 club (50-26)...1998 realignment added Detroit/subtracted Milwaukee to create current five-team mix.

The Tribe's longest divisional win streak was 11 games, June 17-July 27...club’s longest losing streak against A.L. 
Central opponents was 3 games, June 1-3 - only time all season to drop more than two-in-a-row within the division. 


THE 200-K QUARTET: The 2018 Cleveland Indians became the first team in Major League history to have 
four different pitchers record 200 strikeouts in the same season, as CARLOS CARRASCO (231, 4th in A.L.), 
COREY KLUBER (222, 5th), TREVOR BAUER (221, T6th) and MIKE CLEVINGER (207, 10th) combined to achieve 
the feat...only four other teams in MLB history have seen as many as three hurlers reach the 200 strikeout mark 
(see chart below)...the accomplishment became official with Clevinger’s 200th punchout on Sept. 22 vs. Boston (2nd 
inning, Jackie Bradley Jr.); the ball used for the final [called] strike of that plate appearance was authenticated... 
the Tribe foursome’s 881 combined punchouts were greater than or equal to the final combined strikeout total by all 
starting pitchers for all but seven other rotations...Clevinger (200.0IP, 6th in A.L.) and Kluber (215.0IP, 1st in A.L.) 
became the fourth duo in Indians history to reach 200.0 innings and 200 strikeouts in the same campaign, joining 
Jack McDowell/Luis Tiant in both 1967 and 1968, as well as Carlos Carrasco/Kluber in 2017.

MATCHBOxX 20: Two-time Cy Young Award winner COREY KLUBER (20-7) became the 26th different 20-game 
winner in Cleveland franchise history - first overall since left-hander Cliff Lee went 22-8 during his 2008 Cy Young 
campaign and the first right-handed 20-game winner since Gaylord Perry (21-13) in 1974...Kluber fell one victory 
shy of Tampa Bay’s Blake Snell (21-5) for the MLB lead in 2018, the only two 20-game winners in baseball...Kluber 
also became just the 8th pitcher in Cleveland franchise history to record 18+ wins in at least four different seasons. 


NEXT MAN UP: Cleveland saw six different players drive in at least 75 runs for the first time in franchise history, 
as EDWIN ENCARNACION (107), JOSE RAMIREZ (105), FRANCISCO LINDOR (92), YONDER ALONSO (83), 
MICHAEL BRANTLEY (76) and JASON KIPNIS (75) combined to pull the trick...though the 2017 Houston Astros 
also accomplished the feat, it marked just the second time in seven seasons (2012-18) for a team to have six such 
players (Astros were first team since 2011 Texas Rangers)...Encarnacion and Ramirez were first 100-RBI duo for 
Cleveland since Victor Martinez (114) and Travis Hafner (100) in 2007. 


MVP CALIBER DUO: FRANCISCO LINDOR and JOSE RAMIREZ became the first two players, let alone team- 
mates, in Indians franchise history to collect at least 35 HR, 35 2B, 90 RBI and 25 SB...Colorado’s Trevor Story 
so pulled off the feat in 2018, which had not been accomplished since 2012 (Ryan Braun)...Lindor and Ramirez 
became the first pair of teammates with 80+ extra-base hits in consecutive seasons since Joe DiMaggio and Lou 
Gehrig in 1936-37 (ESPN Stats & Info)...Lindor/Ramirez became first switch-hitting teammates in MLB history to 
both reach 30 HR's; also first switch-hitting teammates in MLB history with 20HR/20SB...both broke Carlos San- 
tana’s franchise record for home runs (34) by a switch-hitter (now held by Ramirez)...first duo in Cleveland history 
with 50+ extra-base hits by All-Star break...based on statistics presented by Baseball-Reference, Lindor (7.9) and 
Ramirez (7.9) became just the second pair of position players in Cleveland franchise history to finish the same sea- 
son with individual WAR (‘Wins Above Replacement’) figures of at least 7.0, joining Bill Bradley (7.1) & Nap Lajoie 
(8.0) in 1903, Terry Turner (9.4) & Lajoie (10.0) in 1906, Tris Speaker (7.7) & Ray Chapman (7.8) in 1917, Joe 
Sewell (7.5) & Speaker (9.0) in 1923, and Manny Ramirez (7.3) & Roberto Alomar (7.4) in 1999. 
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TWENTY FLIGHT ROCK: For the first time since 1911 and for just the sixth time in franchise history, Cleveland had 
four different players steal at least 20 bases, as JOSE RAMIREZ (34), FRANCISCO LINDOR (25), GREG ALLEN 
(21) and RAJAI DAVIS (21) all accomplished the feat, helping the Indians to a Major League-leading 135 stolen 
bases...other instances came in 1903 (4), 1904 (4), 1906 (4), 1907 (5) and 1911 (5)...no other Major League team 
had more than two players reach 20 steals in 2018, as Cleveland became the first MLB team with four 20-steal play- 
ers since the 2011 Kansas City Royals (Melky Cabrera, Alcides Escobar, Jeff Francoeur, Chris Getz). 


FOURTEEN CARAT MIND: In six seasons since being named the 42nd manager in Cleveland Indians history 
on Oct. 8, 2012, TERRY FRANCONA has guided the Tribe to an A.L.-best 545-425 (.562) record, 2nd-best in 
Majors...2018 marked Francona’s 14th consecutive winning season, the longest streak by any active manager and 
longest by any skipper since Joe Torre’s 14-year streak (1996-2009) with New York-AL (‘96-07) and Los Angeles-NL 
(‘08-09)...Francona will enter 2019 looking to match a 15-year streak by Bobby Cox from 1991-2005 with Atlanta. 


ALL-STAR GAME: The Indians were represented by six players in MLB’s 89th Mid-Summer Classic, equaling the 
most individual selections by any team in the Majors in 2018 along with Houston...after sending five players to the 
2017 All-Star Game in Miami, FL, Cleveland's six All-Stars in 2018 were most for the franchise since having six in 
1999 (Roberto Alomar, Kenny Lofton, Charles Nagy, Manny Ramirez, Jim Thome, Omar Vizquel); marked the 
first time for the Indians to be represented by at least five players in back-to-back All-Star Games since 1998-99 (six 
each)...for the second consecutive year, JOSE RAMIREZ (second career ASG selection) was elected as the A.L.’s 
starting third baseman via fan voting, becoming the first Indians third baseman to start consecutive All-Star contests 
since Al Rosen in 1953 and 1954...COREY KLUBER and FRANCISCO LINDOR each earned their third consecu- 
tive All-Star Game selections via player balloting (third career ASG selection for both)...Kluber became the first In- 
dians starting right-handed pitcher to earn three consecutive, let alone two straight, All-Star bids since Early Wynn 
(1955-57)...Lindor became just the second SS in Indians franchise history to earn three straight selections, joining 
Hall of Famer Lou Boudreau (five straight, 1940-44)...MICHAEL BRANTLEY also earned his third career All-Star 
Game selection via player voting, second consecutively (2014, 2017-18)...Brantley became first Indians outfielder 
selected in consecutive All-Star Games since Grady Sizemore from 2006-08... TREVOR BAUER and YAN GOMES 
both earned their first career All-Star Game selections after being chosen by the Office of the Commissioner; Bauer 
was tabbed to replace Houston's Justin Verlander (Sunday starter) on active roster, while Gomes replaced Tampa 
Bay's Wilson Ramos (injury)...Gomes became first Indians catcher selected since Victor Martinez in 2009. 


ATTENDANCE: Cleveland drew 1,926,701 fans to Progressive Field across 80 home dates in 2018 (24,084-per- 
game), second consecutive season to reach at least 1.9M (2,048,138 in 2017)...ranked as 9th-highest aggregate at- 
tendance figure in A.L., 21st in MLB... Tribe drew nine (9) sellout crowds in 2018 with seven of those nine games tak- 
ing place in June (1), July (3) and August (3)...largest regular season single-game crowd in Cleveland was 35,353 on 
July 14 vs. New York-AL...largest single-game crowd on the road was 47,149 on March 29 at Seattle (Opening Day). 


AWARDS: Two different Cleveland players were honored with MLB monthly awards, as FRANCISCO LINDOR was 
named A.L. Player of Month for May (27G, .373AVG, 44-for-118, 13 2B, 10HR, 23RBI, 12BB, 27R, 1.169OPS) and 
JOSE RAMIREZ was named Player of Month for July (25G, .322AVG, 29-for-90, 8 2B, 2 3B, 8HR, 25RBI, 19BB, 
11SB, 1.1640PS)...marked first career monthly awards for both Lindor and Ramirez...Cleveland players took home 
four separate A.L. Player of Week awards by three different players, as Lindor (May 6, May 13), Encarnacion (June 
3) and Ramirez (July 15) were each honored...Lindor became first Indians player to win Player of Week consecu- 
tively since award began in 1974; first A.L. player to do so since Gary Sanchez, Aug. 21 & 28, 2016. 


BASERUNNING: Cleveland finished the year with a Major League-high 135 stolen bases, leading the Majors in 
steals for the first time in franchise history...signaled the second time in three seasons for the Tribe to finish with 
the A.L. lead in stolen bases (134 steals in 2016)...Cleveland’s 78.9% (135-for-171) stolen base success rate was 
3rd-best in the A.L. and 4th-best in the Majors behind Los Angeles-AL (80.2%, 89-for-111), Boston (80.1%, 125-for- 
156) and Milwaukee (79.5%, 124-for-156)...Tribe’s 171 attempts ranked 2nd in the A.L. and Majors behind Tampa 
Bay (179), most for the Tribe since 1999 (197)...the Tribe’s record was 50-30 (.625) when recording at least one 
steal, 21-13 (.618) when recording multiple steals and 41-41 (.500) with no steals...JOSE RAMIREZ led the Indians 
with 34 steals (34-for-40), 3rd-most in the A.L. and T5th-most in the Majors...behind Ramirez, four other players 
finished in double-digits: FRANCISCO LINDOR (25-for-35), GREG ALLEN (21-for-25), RAJAI DAVIS (21-for-28) 
and MICHAEL BRANTLEY (12-for-15), as Cleveland's roster harbored four different 20+ steal players for the first 


time since 1911 (see separate note)...Allen’s 21 steals were most by an Indians rookie since 1992 when Kenny 
Lofton swiped an A.L.-high 66 bags.

CATCHING: Cleveland backstops guided the pitching staff to a 3.77 ERA, 4th-lowest in the A.L.; figure was spread 
relatively evenly between the club’s regular duo of YAN GOMES (3.83ERA in 111G) & ROBERTO PEREZ (3.76ERA 
in 58G)...ERIC HAASE (2.25ERA), the only other player to see time behind the plate, caught 32.0IP across 7 
games...Indians battery-mates combined to cut down 26.4% (29 of 110) of attempted base-stealers, 9th in the A.L. 
and down from a Major League-high 39.8% (33 of 83) in 2017...Tribe’s 9 passed balls were T3rd-fewest in the A.L. 

BATTING: Cleveland batted .259 (1447-5595) as a team, 2nd-best in the A.L. and Majors behind Boston (.268)... 
MICHAEL BRANTLEY finished with the 5th-highest qualifying avg. in the A.L. at .309 (176-570); third time in Brant- 
ley’s career to finish in the league’s top 5 along with 2014 (3rd, .327) and 2015 (4th, .307)...FRANCISCO LINDOR's 
.277 (183-661) avg. was next-highest on team...the Cleveland offense ranked among A.L. leaders in base hits (2nd, 
1447), runs scored (3rd, 818), OPS (3rd, .766), OBP (3rd, .332), home runs (4th, 216), SLG (4th, 434), total bases 
(4th, 2430), sac bunts (4th, 25), doubles (5th, 297), extra-base hits (5th, 532), walks (5th, 554), sac flies (T5th, 44), 
and pitches-per-PA (7th, 3.90)...team batting avg. by month: March-.175, April-.231, May-.283, June-.241, July- 
.284, Aug.-.254, Sept.-.261...the Indians hit .260 (363-1396) with runners in scoring position as a team, 5th in the 
A.L. and 8th in the Majors; club had a .287 avg. w/ RISP at home, but a .232 mark w/ RISP on the road; Tribe had a 
.257 team avg. w/ RISP entering the All-Star break before hitting .265 w/ RISP in the second half... EDWIN ENCAR- 
NACION (.3013, 44-146) narrowly edged JOSE RAMIREZ (.3007, 40-133) for the highest qualifying avg. wRISP 
on the team...Cleveland plated 275 of club’s 818 runs (33.6%) with two outs, 6th-most two-out runs in A.L...club’s 
.237 avg. with two outs ranked 7th in the A.L...Cleveland’s offense was shut out by an opponent on just 7 occasions, 
T3rd-fewest in the A.L. and Majors with Boston/Oakland, as only New York-AL (4) and Minnesota (6) had fewer. 


CLOSE GAMES: Cleveland finished the season 22-24 (.478) in one-run games, which ranked as the 8th-highest 
such winning pct. in the A.L...Tribe’s 46 one-run games were 6th-most in the A.L., 11th in the Majors...finished below 
the .500 mark in one-run games for just the second time over the past six seasons since 2013, as Cleveland owns 
baseball's 4th-best winning pct. in one-run games over Terry Francona’s tenure at .547 (140-116), trailing only Los 
Angeles-AL (.557, 156-124), New York-AL (.551, 146-119) and Pittsburgh (.548, 165-136). 


DAYS OF THE WEEK: Records by days of the week - Monday: 12-7; Tuesday: 14-11; Wednesday: 18-6; Thursday: 
8-8; Friday: 11-15; Saturday: 12-14; Sunday: 16-10...posted .618 (68-42, +26G) win pct. in games Sunday-Thursday. 


DAY & NIGHT RECORDSISPLITS: Cleveland went 36-23 (.610) in day games, 6th-best in the Majors (5th in A.L.) 
and 55-48 (.534) in night games, 7th-best in the A.L. and 14th in the Majors...Indians averaged 5.46 runs-per-game 
in day games (.260/.336/.443) and 4.82 runs-per-game in night games (.258/.330/.430)...pitching staff carried a 3.69 
ERA in day games (3rd in A.L.), 13 points lower than the team’s 3.82 ERA in night games (4th in A.L.). 


DESIGNATED HITTERS: Cleveland DH’s combined to bat .267 (153-573) with 23 doubles, 32 HR, 117 RBI, 86 
runs and an .846 OPS (.3600BP/.485SLG), ranking among the top five A.L. teams in each of the aforementioned 
categories with the exception of doubles...the 117 RBI by Cleveland DH’s were most since 2006 (137RBI)...2018 
saw 12 different Indians start at DH: Encarnacion-115, Diaz-15, Brantley-7, Ramirez-4, Cabrera-3, Donaldson-2, 
Alonso-1, Gomes-1, Guyer-1, Kipnis-1, Lindor-1, Mejia-1. 


DIVISIONAL RECORDS: The Indians went 49-27 (.645) against A.L. Central opponents, tied with Atlanta (also .645, 
49-27 vs. N.L. East) for 2nd-best intradivisional winning pct. in Majors for 2018 behind only Boston (.684, 52-24 
vs. A.L. East)...finished above the .500-mark against all four division rivals for third straight & fifth season 
overall since current five-team mix was created with ‘98 realignment (1999, 2007, 2016-18): Chicago-AL (14- 
5), Detroit (13-6), Kansas City (12-7) & Minnesota (10-9)...Tribe went 42-44 (.488) in games outside A.L. Central, 
going 16-18 vs. A.L. East and 14-18 vs. A.L. West; entirety of Interleague Play came against the N.L. Central (12-8). 


DOUBLEHEADERS/POSTPONEMENTS: Cleveland engaged in just one doubleheader during 2018 campaign, 
splitting a traditional twin bill on May 3 vs. Toronto...resulted from consecutive postponements due to inclement 
weather in Cleveland, April 14 & 15; Blue Jays returned on a mutual off day...was first doubleheader played at 
Progressive Field since Sept. 30, 2015 vs. Minnesota...marked the second time in three seasons for Cleveland to 
play just a single doubleheader (also 2016) after playing in five in 2017...over past 9 seasons (2010-18), Tribe has a 
35-15 record in 25 doubleheaders, tallying 11 sweeps, 13 splits and only one instance of getting swept. 


EJECTIONS: Cleveland was issued just a single ejection of a player or coach in 2018, as YONDER ALONSO was 
ejected by home plate umpire Tim Timmons on May 4 at New York-AL (8th inning). 

EXTRA-INNING GAMES: Cleveland played 13 extra-inning games in 2018, going 4-9 (.308) in those contests... 
Tribe played seven extra-inning games at home (3-4) and six on the road (1-5)...offense batted .207 (25-121) with 


3 HR's & a .651 OPS in extra innings, combining for 8 runs; pitching staff registered a 4.50 ERA (34.0IP, 39H, 18R-

9-30; matched 2nd-longest of his career, three games shy of Brantley’s career-high (22G, May 20-June 15, 2012)... 
at season's end, Brantley’s 19-game streak was tied with one by Elvis Andrus for the 2nd-longest in the Majors 
behind a season-ending 20-game streak by Whit Merrifield, a feat Merrifield achieved on Sept. 30 vs. Cleveland... 
FRANCISCO LINDOR recorded the club’s next-longest hit streak at 15 games (April 29-May 14), while rookie GREG 
ALLEN owned the 3rd-longest at 14 games (July 15-Aug. 21) - longest by any rookie in the Majors during the 2018 
season and longest by a Tribe rookie since a 19-game streak by Brantley, Aug. 30-Sept. 19, 2010. 


FIELDING: Cleveland's defense posted a .986 fielding pct. (83 E/5808 TC), 5th-highest in the A.L. and 10th in the 
M@jors...Tribe’s 83 team errors were 5th-fewest in the A.L...club’s season-long errorless streak was 10 games, 
July 29-Aug. 8...according to FanGraphs, the Indians defense was credited with 7 ‘Defensive Runs Saved’ (DRS), 
7th-most in the A.L. and 16th in the Majors, also down from 27 in 2017...FRANCISCO LINDOR led the team with 
14 DRS, most by any A.L. shortstop and tied with St. Louis’ Paul DeJong for 3rd-most in the Majors behind only 
Arizona's Nick Ahmed (22) and Los Angeles-AL’s Andrelton Simmons (21)...TYLER NAQUIN (5) was 2nd on 
the team, while YAN GOMES, ROBERTO PEREZ and YONDER ALONSO (4 each) were tied for 3rd...Cleveland 
outfielders combined for 25 assists, T3rd-fewest in the A.L... MICHAEL BRANTLEY recorded a team-high 6 outfield 
assists, while MELKY CABRERA and BRADLEY ZIMMER were next with 4 each...the team turned 123 double 
plays, 4th-fewest in the A.L. ahead of New York-AL (95), Boston (106) and Houston (116). 


FIRST HALFISECOND HALF: Cleveland went 52-43 (.547) in the first half (6th in A.L., 11th in MLB), entering the 
All-Star break in 1st place with a 7.5-game lead in the A.L. Central...along with 2016 (+6.5G) and 2017 (+2.5G), it 
marks the first time for Cleveland to hold 1st place at the turn in three consecutive seasons since doing so in six 
straight campaigns from 1994-'99...the Indians went 39-28 (.582) after the All-Star break (5th in A.L., 8th in MLB) to 
gain an additional 5.5 games in the standings...in six seasons since Tito’s first year as manager, Cleveland has 
combined to post the highest second-half winning pct. of any team in the Majors.

HOME & ROAD: Cleveland finished the year with a home record of 49-32 (.605) - identical to 2017's - while going 
42-39 (.519) on the road, 6th-best in the A.L. and T12th in the Majors... Tribe’s .605 home winning pct. was tied with 
Minnesota (.605, 49-32) for 5th-best in the A.L. behind Boston (.704, 57-24), New York-AL (.654, 53-28), Tampa Bay 
(.630, 51-30) and Oakland (.617, 50-31), also T7th in the Majors...the Indians won 15 of 17 home games from May 
26-July 6; that stretch gave way to a similar run of success on the road, as the club won 17 of 21 away from Progres- 
sive Field from July 1-Aug. 21...Cleveland’s 3.82 home ERA (6th in A.L., 15th in MLB) was slightly higher than the 
club’s 3.72 road ERA (3rd in A.L., 6th in MLB)...offense averaged 5.47 runs-per-game at home (3rd-most in A.L., 
4th in MLB), nearly a full run higher than on the road (4.63, 6th-most in A.L., 10th in MLB)...club’s longest home win- 
ning streak was 8 games from June 17-July 6; longest road winning streak was 7 games from Aug. 11-21...MICHAEL 
BRANTLEY paced the team in both home (.333, 4th in A.L.) & road (.281, 17th) batting avg.

INTERLEAGUE PLAY: Cleveland went 12-8 (.600) against the National League, going 5-5 at home with the DH 
and 7-3 on the road...matched Cleveland's 4th-highest win total in the history of Interleague Play (since 1997)...was 
T4th-highest Interleague win pct. in A.L., T8th-highest in Majors...the Indians outscored N.L. opponents by a 97-77 
(+20) margin...offense averaged 4.85 runs-per-game, batting .261 (174-666) with 25 HR, a .761 OPS (.3320BP/.429

Boston's Brock Holt (7)...the Tribe hit a pair of pinch-hit home runs in 2018: Guyer on July 27 at Detroit (3-run, D. 
Stumpf) & JASON KIPNIS on Sept. 1 vs. Tampa Bay (solo, C Roe). 


PITCHING: Cleveland’s pitching staff registered a 3.77 ERA (611ER/1457.1IP), 4th-lowest in the A.L. behind 
Houston (3.11), Tampa Bay (3.74) and Boston (3.75), also 9th-lowest in the Majors...marked the sixth con- 
secutive season for Cleveland to post a sub-4.00 ERA, the longest such stretch for the Indians since 1963-70 (8 
straight)...staff paced the A.L. with 17 shutouts, 2nd-most in the Majors behind only Chicago-NL (18)...staff 
also ranked among MLB leaders in walks allowed (2nd-fewest, 407), OBP (4th, .300) and strikeouts (5th, 1544)...

different rookies see action, including: GREG ALLEN, SHANE BIEBER, ADAM CIMBER, ERIC HAASE & ADAM 
PLUTKO...two of those players made their MLB debuts with Cleveland in 2018: Bieber & Haase. 


RUN DIFFERENTIAL: Cleveland posted the 5th-highest run differential in the Majors at +170, 4th-highest in 
the A.L. behind Houston (+263), Boston (+229) & New York-AL (+182)...the Tribe had a +392 run diff. in the team’s 
91 wins (612-220) and a -222 run diff. in the 71 losses (206-428)...Cleveland featured one of the most productive 
offenses in baseball, as club scored exactly 818 runs for a second consecutive season, 3rd-most in the A.L. and 
Majors behind only Boston (876), New York-AL (851)... meanwhile, Cleveland’s pitching staff allowed 648 runs, 4th- 
fewest in the A.L. and 7th-fewest in the Majors. 


SERIES RECORDS: Cleveland went 25-18-10 across 53 series, as the club finished 15-8-4 at Progressive Field 
and 10-10-6 on the road...Cleveland went 26-27 in series openers and 37-16 in series finales, going 13-7 in rubber 
games; Tribe also went 20-4 in intradivisional series finales...the Indians went 3-2-6 in 11 four-game series...the 
Indians recorded 8 separate series sweeps, incl. two (2) two-gamers, five (5) three-gamers & one (1) four-gamer... 
Tribe was swept two times: one (1) one-gamer and one (1) 3-gamer. 


SPRING TRAINING: The Indians finished Spring Training with a Cactus League record of 19-13-3 (.594) across 35 
games, marking their fifth winning spring campaign in their last six seasons...the Tribe belted an MLB-best 61 home 
runs this spring, the highest total by any club since MLB began digitally recording Spring Training stats in 2006... 
Cleveland also plated 225 runs, their best mark since returning to Arizona in 2009, which led the Majors...the Indians 
pitching staff paced the Cactus League with 319 strikeouts (2nd in MLB)...YONDER ALONSO batted .375 (21-56), 
tying for the MLB lead with 7 home runs - the most by any Indians batter since their move back to Arizona; Alonso's

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TIME OF GAME: Cleveland's average time of game in 2018 was 3:03 overall (29,721 min/162 G) and 2:58 for 
9-inning regulation contests (26,278 min/148 G), down from 3:06 and 3:05, respectively, for the 2017 season...the 
Indians played 13 extra-inning games...club’s longest 9-inning game lasted 3 hours & 56 minutes on April 30 vs. 
Texas; longest extra-inning contest came in a 16-inning affair on April 18 at Minnesota that lasted 5 hours and 13 
minutes...club’s shortest game of at least 9.0IP lasted 2 hours and 17 minutes on August 18 vs. Baltimore...Tribe 


played a 6-inning, 1:47 contest on July 23 vs. Pittsburgh.

Arguably the greatest right-handed pitcher of all-time, the Van Meter, lowa native joined 
| 9) the Indians as a 17-year-old in 1936 and played 18 years with the Tribe. Feller compiled 
a lifetime record of 266-162 with a 3.25 ERA. He is the Indians all-time leader in shutouts 
(46), innings pitched (3,827), wins (266) and strikeouts (2,581). 
Bob appeared in eight All-Star games, more than any player in the history of the Indians and started 
the 1941 and 1946 games. 


Feller won 20-or-more games six times and won a career-best 27 games in 1940. Bob also led the 
league in strikeouts seven times, and in 1946 he won 26 games and struck out 348 in 371.1 innings. 
The 348 strikeouts is still a single-season team record. 


“Rapid Robert” tossed three no-hitters in his career. Feller’s first no-hitter came on April 16, 1940 ina 
1-0 victory at Chicago in 30-degree weather, and it remains as Major League Baseball's only Opening 
Day no-hitter. 


Bob lost three years of his career serving in the military (1942-44) and saw limited action in 1945. 


Bob Feller’s #19 was retired by the Indians in 1957, the first number retired by the club, and he was 
elected to baseball’s Hall of Fame in 1962. Bob passed away on December 15, 2010 at the age of 92.

July 19, 2001 marked the 65th anniversary of Bob Feller’s debut with the Indians on July 19, 1936. Bob took 
his big league bow in a relief appearance at Washington. The next month, Bob made his starting debut and 
recorded 15 strikeouts as Cleveland beat the St. Louis Browns 4-1 at League Park. 
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MEL HARDER — #18 


Mel Harder’s career spanned 20 seasons, the most by any player in Indians history. The 
| Beemer, Nebraska native broke into the Majors with the Indians in 1928, and he concluded 
his career after the 1947 season with a 223-186 record and a 3.80 ERA. He appeared 
in 582 games, more than any other Indians pitcher, and his 223 victories trail only Feller 
on the Indians all-time list. 


Harder, a four-time A.L. All-Star, played in the Mid-Summer Classic in 1934 through 1937. Mel collected 
20 victories twice, in 1934 (20-12) and 1935 (22-11) and reached double figures in victories 14 times. 
From 1932-39, Harder tossed more than 200 innings and won at least 15 games in each of those years. 
Mel is in the Indians all-time top-10 in IP, shutouts, wins, strikeouts and games. 


Harder led the Indians in innings pitched four times (1933-35 and 1937), wins five times (1934-35, 
1937, 1938 and 1944), ERA four times (1933-35 and 1938), strikeouts three times (1933, 1935 and 
1942) and complete games twice (1935 and 1944). After his playing career, he was the pitching coach 
for the Tribe from 1948-63. 


Mel Harder’s #18 was retired by the Indians in 1990. Mel passed away at the age of 93 on 
October 20, 2002.

EARL AVERILL — #3 


Earl Averill played 13 seasons in the Majors, 11 of those with the Indians. The Snohomish, 

3 Washington native broke into the league with the Tribe in 1929, homered in his first plate 
appearance on April 16, 1929 and batted .331 his rookie year. Earl retired after the 1941 
season with a .318 lifetime average. 


Averill was a six-time A.L. All-Star and started in the Mid-Summer Classic three times, in 1936, ’37 


and ’38. The left-handed hitting outfielder led the league with 232 hits and 15 triples in 1936. In 1931, 
he scored 140 runs, which still represents an Indians single-season record. 


Earl left the Indians in 1939 as the franchise's all-time leader in runs scored (1,154), triples (121), RBI 
(1,084), extra-base hits (724), and total bases (3,200), totals that still top the club today. Averill is one 
of seven Tribe players to have hit for the cycle. He did it on August 17, 1933 vs. Philadelphia. 


Earl was the first Indians player to homer three times in one game, as he cracked three round-trippers 
on September 17, 1930 in consecutive at-bats. He collected 32 homers in 1931 and '32 and 143 RBIs 
in 1931. Both represent season-highs by a Tribe center fielder. 


Earl Averill’s #3 was retired by the Indians in 1975, the same year that he was inducted into the Baseball 
Hall of Fame. He passed away on August 16, 1983 at the age of 81.

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LOU BOUDREAU — #5 


The Hall of Fame shortstop played in the Majors for 15 seasons, 13 with the Indians and 
5 two with Boston. Lou was the Indians player-manager from 1942-1950 and led the Indians 
to their last World Championship in 1948. 


With Boudreau at the helm, the Indians went 728-649 and he remains the all-time winningest 
manager in Tribe history. Lou also managed in Boston from 1952-54, in Kansas City from 1955-57 and 
the managed the Cubs in 1960. 


Boudreau appeared in seven All-Star games, including three starting assignments in 1942, 1947 and 
1948. In 1944, he led the A.L. with a .327 average and led the league in doubles three times with 45 
two-baggers in 1941, 1944 and 1947. 


Lou is in the Indians all-time top 10 in games, ABs, hits, runs, doubles, RBI and extra-base hits. 


In the championship season of 1948, Lou enjoyed his best season. He batted .355 with 18 home runs 
and 116 RBI. He collected 98 walks and struck out only nine times in 560 at-bats. 


Lou Boudreau’s #5 was retired by the Indians in 1970, the same year that the Harvey, Illinois native was 
elected into baseball's Hall of Fame. Boudreau died on August 10, 2001 in Frankfort, IL at the age of 83. 


The Indians unveiled a statue of Boudreau outside of Progressive Field's Right Field Gate on August5, 2017.

MOST VALUABLE PLAYER VOTES 
Since the establishment of the current Most Valuable Player awards in 1931, six players have accumulated 
400 or more MVP votes in a Tribe uniform. The group is led by Hall of Famers Lou Boudreau and Bob 
Feller. Boudreau garnered 896 votes from 1940-1949 and won the award in 1948. Feller earned 838 votes 
from 1939-1951. Albert Belle gained 835 votes from 1992-1996. Bob Lemon had 559 votes from 1948-1956. 
Manny Ramirez had 480 votes from 1995-2000. Al Rosen had 414 votes from 1950-1954 and won the award 
in 1953.

LARRY DOBY— #14 


On July 3, 1947, Indians owner Bill Veeck signed Larry Doby to a Major League contract. 

| A Two days later, he appeared in his first American League game, becoming the first African 
American player in the league. This trailblazer enjoyed a magnificent 13-year big league 
career, 10 of those seasons spent in Cleveland with the Tribe. 


Larry helped lead the Indians to their last World Championship in 1948. In the '48 W.S. he batted a 
team-leading .318, and his 400-foot homer off the Braves Johnny Sain won Game 4 for the Indians. In 
1950, he was recognized as the game's best centerfielder by The Sporting News. He led the AL 
in home runs (32) and RBI (126) in 1954, and Larry was a seven-time All-Star spanning 1949-1955. 


Prior to joining the Indians, Doby was a standout for the Newark Eagles of the Negro National League. 
In 1946, Doby led the Eagles to the World Championship, batting .397. He was hitting .414 with the 
Eagles in ‘47 before signing with the Indians. 


Larry finished his outstanding Major League career following the 1959 season. In his career, he clubbed 
253 home runs, collected 970 RBI and owned a .283 (1515-5348) batting average. 


Larry Doby’s #14 was retired by the Indians on July 3, 1994, exactly 47 years after he shattered the 
race barrier in the American League. He was enshrined into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
1998. Larry passed away at the age of 79 on June 18, 2003. Eagle Avenue, which runs behind the 
Progressive Field bleachers in left field, was renamed Larry Doby Way in 2012 and a statue in Doby's 
honor was erected outside Gate C in 2015, joining Jim Thome and Bob Feller.

NEGRO LEAGUERS HIRED TO PLAY FOR THE INDIANS 


No team brought more players from Negro League baseball to Major League Baseball than the Cleveland 
Indians. Beginning with Larry Doby in 1947, 15 former Negro Leaguers began careers with the Indians, 
concluding with Joe Caffie who debuted for Cleveland on September 19, 1956. In alphabetical order, the 
Negro Leaguers to debut with the Indians are Walt Bond, Caffie, Doby, Luke Easter, Billy Harrell, Dave 

Hoskins, Sam Jones, Minnie Minoso, Satchel Paige, Dave Pope, Larry Raines, Jose Santiago, Harry 
Simpson, Al Smith, and Quincy Trouppe. (Source: The Negro Leagues Book) 
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BOB LEMON — #21 


Bob Lemon spent his entire 15 year Major League career with the Cleveland Indians. 
yg Lemon was converted to a pitcher after serving in the Navy in World War Il after a stint 
at third base in the big leagues with the Tribe in 1941 & '42. After converting to pitcher, 
Lemon was a member of “The Big Four” and became one of the dominant AL starters 
over his 13-year pitching career during the late 1940s and 1950s. 


Lemon's pitching prowess left him as one of the best pitchers in the history of the Indians franchise. His 
seven 20-win seasons are the most by any pitcher in the history of the franchise. He currently ranks 
third in Indians history in wins (207), innings (2850.0IP), strikeouts (1277), starts (350) and shutouts 
(31). He is fourth in club history in appearances (460) and complete games (188) and is fifth in winning 
percentage (207-128, .618). 


During the Tribe's last World Championship campaign of 1948, “Lem” went 20-14 with a 2.82 ERA and 
led the American League in complete games (20), shutouts (10) and innings pitched (293.2IP). The 
sinkerballer followed his regular season performance up with a 2-0 record in the World Series vs. the 
Boston Braves w/a 1.65 ERA in two starts. Overall, Lemon led the American League in wins three 
times, complete games five times, innings pitched four times and shutouts and strikeouts one time 
each. A 7-time AL All-Star, Lemon was named The Sporting News Pitcher of the Year in 1948, 1950 
& 1954. An outstanding hitting pitcher, Lemon compiled a career average of .232 (274-1183) with 37 
HR, which is one short of the all-time record by a pitcher (Wes Ferrell-38). He owned a .284 (31-109) 
mark as a pinch-hitter. 


After his playing career was over in 1958, Lemon managed for eight seasons in the majors with the KC 
Royals, Chicago White Sox and New York Yankees, compiling a mark of 430-403 (.516). He managed 
the New York Yankees to the World Series title in 1978 and the AL crown in 1981. 


He was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1976, and his number 21 was retired by 
the Indians on June 20, 1998. 


Lemon passed away in Long Beach, California at age 79 on January 11, 2000 after a lengthy illness.

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FRANK ROBINSON— #20 


The Indians honored Frank Robinson on May 28, 2017, retiring his number and unveiling a 
20) statue of Robinson in Progressive Field's Heritage Park to honor the first African-American 
manager in MLB history. Robinson managed the Indians from 1975-77, breaking the 
managerial color barrier when hired by Nick Mileti and Phil Seghi. He guided his clubs 
to a 186-189 record. 


Prior to joining the Indians, Robinson was one of the most feared sluggers in baseball history, playing for 
five teams from 1956-1976 and remains the only player to win league MVP honors in both the National 
and American Leagues (1961/1966). He won the 1966 Triple Crown, was a member of two teams that 
won the World Series (1966 and 1970 Baltimore Orioles), and amassed the fourth-most career home 
runs at the time of his retirement (he is currently 10th all-time). The 14-time All-Star was elected to the 
Baseball Hall of Fame in 1982. 


In addition to the Indians, Robinson went on to manage the San Francisco Giants (1981-84); Orioles 
(1988-91) and the Montreal Expos/Washington Nationals franchise (2002-06). He was named 1989 
American League Manager of the Year and became the first African-American skipper in N.L. history 
with the Giants in 1981.

FIRST DH IN CLUB HISTORY 


The first regular season designated hitter for the Indians was John Ellis. Ellis batted clean-up on April 7, 
1973 when the Tribe opened the season against the Tigers at Cleveland Stadium. In his first at-bat, in the first 
inning, Ellis grounded out from pitcher Mickey Lolich to first baseman Norm Cash. He went 0 for 4. Oscar 
Gamble was Cleveland’s most frequent DH in 1973 (259 at-bats). 
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JIM THOME— #25 


Jim Thome, the most prolific slugger in club history, was inducted into the National 
a5 Baseball Hall of Fame and Museum on July 29, and his number 25 was retired by the 
club on August 18. 


Thome batted .276 (2328-8422) with 451 doubles, 612 home runs and 1699 RBI over an 
illustrious 22-year career from 1991-2012, spending 13 seasons with the Indians from 1991-2002 and 
again in 2011. The five-time All-Star was selected by the Indians in the 13th round of the 1989 Amateur 
Draft (333rd overall) and debuted with the Indians in September of 1991. 


Thome went on to capture the hearts of Indians fans as a member of six American League Central 
Division champion clubs, appearing in 55 Postseason games from 1995-2001. He finished his career 
as the franchise's all-time leader in career home runs (337) and walks (1008) and ranks second in club 
history in career RBI (937) and third in on-base pct. (.414) and OPS (.980). He owns two of the top 
three single-season home run marks in the history of the club (club-record 52 in 2002; 49 in 2001) and 
owns the top five single-season walk totals in Indians history. 


The Peoria, Illinois native retired following the 2012 season and currently ranks eighth in the history of 
Major League Baseball in career home runs (612) and seventh in walks (1747). His 47 home runs with 
the Philadelphia Phillies in 2003 led the National League, as he ranked in the top five in home runs in 
his respective league over eight different seasons. His 13 walk-off home runs are the most in MLB 
history, and he ranks tied for seventh in MLB history with 17 career Postseason home runs. His 13.76 
home runs per at-bat ranks fourth in MLB history behind Mark McGwire, Babe Ruth and Barry Bonds . 


He is the 33rd Hall of Famer to play at least one career game with Indians and only the second player 
drafted and signed by the club to earn induction (Dennis Eckersley, 1972 draft).

For pitchers, an equivalent of batting’s Triple Crown is leading the league in wins, strikeouts, and ERA ina 
single season. Bob Feller accomplished this feat in 1940 with 27 wins, 261 strikeouts, and a 2.61 ERA. Feller 
captured two legs of this Triple Crown in 1939 (24 wins, 246 strikeouts), 1941 (25 wins, 260 strikeouts), 1946 
(26 wins, 348 strikeouts), and 1947 (20 wins, 196 strikeouts). Bob Lemon (23 wins, 170 strikeouts) in 1950 
and Sam McDowell (2.18 ERA, 325 strikeouts) in 1965 also came within one title of the Triple Crown.

GOLD AT SECOND, SHORT, AND THIRD 


With 3 Gold Glove infielders in 2000 (Robbie Alomar, Omar Vizquel, and Travis Fryman), the Indians joined 
a select circle. Only one other franchise has had the Gold Glove winners at second base, shortstop, and third 
base in the same season. In 1969 and 1971, the Orioles captured Gold Gloves at all three positions (Second 
Baseman Dave Johnson, Third Baseman Brooks Robinson, Shortstop Mark Belanger) and did so again from 


1973-75 (Second Baseman Bobby Grich, Robinson, Belanger). 


CONSECUTIVE WINNING SEASONS FOR THE INDIANS 


Only once have the Indians had a stretch of winning seasons longer than the run of eight years from 1994- 


2001. Cleveland had a winning record for 10 consecutive seasons from 1947 through 1956.

TOP THREE ALL-STAR CROWDS 


72,086 at Cleveland Stadium on August 9, 1981

GAME ONE AT CLEVELAND STADIUM - July 8, 1935, American League 4, National League 1 

A crowd of 69,831 - the largest throng to see an All-Star Game (until 1981 in Cleveland) - packed the lakefront 
Stadium for just the third Mid-Summer Classic in history. The partial American League crowd was thrilled to a 4-1 
junior circuit victory, the A.L.’s third straight All-Star win. 


Jimmy Foxx belted a two-run homer in the first inning, and the American Leaguers coasted to the win as Lefty 
Gomez and Mel Harder baffled the National League hitters. 


GAME TWO AT CLEVELAND STADIUM - July 13, 1954, American League 11, National League 9 

In a spectacular slugfest that set All-Star marks for runs and hits by the two clubs, the American League edged 
the National, 11-9. The slugfest produced six home runs, including four by the A.L. The Indians’ Al Rosen clubbed 
a pair of homers, while he and his Cleveland teammates, Bobby Avila and Larry Doby, combined for eight RBI. 


The 1954 contest was a wild seesaw contest that saw the lead change six times before the A.L. pulled out the 11-9 
win with a three-run rally in the eighth. Ironically, it was Nellie Fox’s broken-bat single over second base with the 
bases loaded in the eighth that provided the margin of victory. 


GAME THREE AT CLEVELAND STADIUM - July 9, 1963, National League 5, American League 3 
After four years as a double feature, the All-Star Game went to a single performance and saw the National League 
utilize its speed and gain its first Cleveland Stadium win, 5-3. 


Willie Mays was easily the game's outstanding performer, going 1-for-3 with two RBI, two runs scored, two stolen 
bases, a walk and the game's most scintillating catch. 44,160 fans saw the action. 


GAME FOUR AT CLEVELAND STADIUM - August 9, 1981, National League 5, American League 4 
An all-time record All-Star Game crowd of 72,086 welcomed back baseball from the 50-day players strike and saw 
the National League edge the American, 5-4. The 72,086 fans gave Cleveland the top three crowds in All-Star history. 


Gary Carter clubbed two home runs, including a seventh inning solo shot to put the National Leaguers ahead to 
stay. Cleveland’s Lenny Barker faced just six batters in his two innings of work, striking out one. 


GAME FIVE AT JACOBS FIELD - July 8, 1997, American League 3, National League 1 

Indians host the 68th Mid-Summer Classic for a record fifth time as Sandy Alomar hit a 2-out, 2-run homer off SF 
LHP Shawn Estes in the 7th inning, breaking a 1-1 tie. Alomar sent 44,945 fans home happy, becoming the first 
Indian ever to win an ASG MVP and the first player in MLB history to be named MVP in his home park. 

Randy Johnson and Greg Maddux started the contest, and a total of 14 pitchers were used. Edgar Martinez and 
Javy Lopez also homered in the game, which took just 2:36 minutes to play. 


GAME SIX AT PROGRESSIVE FIELD - July, 2019 


THE PHANTOM ALL-STARS OF 1945 
The 1945 All-Star Game was cancelled due to wartime travel restrictions. The Sporting News published NL 
and AL All-Star teams in its July 12, 1945 issue. Hall of Fame baseball writer Fred Lieb chose the players. 
According to TSN, “Lieb used the same system employed in former years, taking at least one player from every 
club and putting the World’s Series managers of the preceding fall in charge.” Players chosen from the Indians 
were Lou Boudreau, Frank Hayes, and Steve Gromek.

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INDIANS BROADCAST HISTORY 


The early days of baseball play-by-play broadcasting in Cleveland were highlighted by change. Broadcasting legend Tom 
Manning, known for his field announcing at League Park, was heard over radio station WTAM from 1929-31 covering 
most home games. Ellis Vander Pyl started the 1932 season on WHK, but was quickly replaced by another broadcasting 
legend, former Tribe player Jack Graney. For the next decade, when Tribe baseball was on the air, Graney was at the mike. 
His noteworthy partners included Gil Gibbons, Pinky Hunter and Lou Henry. In 1945, no Cleveland baseball broadcasts 
were heard because of radio network committments. Permanent radio play-by-play of Indians games was established 
in 1946 when Bill Veeck purchased the team. Before the sale, no games were broadcast in 1946. Soon after the Veeck 
purchase, four stations carried the Tribe game of June 28, 1946 (Graney and Bob Neal on WGAR, Earl Harper on WJW, 
Don Campbell on WHK, and Manning on WTAM).

TOM HAMILTON, the “Voice of the Indians,” will enter his 30th season of calling Cleveland 
Indians baseball games on the radio in 2019. In his 29 seasons since 1990, Hamilton has 
called all 92 postseason games the Indians have played over that span, including three 
World Series' (1995, 1997, 2016). His 29-year tenure, along with Rick Manning, is the 
second-longest in club history next to his former partner, Herb Score (34 years, 1964-97). 


Hamilton is joined in the booth by Jim Rosenhaus, providing action and commentary for 
all 162 regular season games and 15 spring training contests on Newsradio WTAM 1100, 
100.7FM WMMS and the Indians Radio Network. 


Tom came to the Indians after spending three seasons as a broadcaster for the AAA 
Columbus Clippers (1987-89), then the top farm club of the New York Yankees. Previously, 
Tom worked in Milwaukee, Appleton, Watertown and Shell Lake, Wisconsin. 


> 
Some of his broadcasting credits include University of Wisconsin football games, University of Colorado basketball 
games, the Appleton Foxes Minor League baseball games and work for ABC radio. He is a seven-time recipient of the 
Ohio Sportscaster of the Year Award (1997, 2000, 2001, 2004, 2006, 2013, 2016). The Press Club of Cleveland inducted 
Tom into its Journalism Hall of Fame in November 2015. Tom also called Big Ten Conference basketball on television 
for 25 years. In honor of his 20th season with the Indians, Tom was given the Cleveland Association of Broadcasters Hall 
of Fame Award for 2009. 


Hamilton is a native of Waterloo, Wisconsin. He resides in Avon Lake, Ohio with his wife, Wendy. The Hamilton's have four 
children: Two boys, Nicholas and Bradley, and two girls, Kelsey and Katie. Both Nick and Brad played baseball for and 
graduated from Kent State University. Nick is currently a scout for the Kansas City Royals. Kelsey is currently seeking 
her master's degree from the University of Washington. 


2019 marks the 13th season for JIM ROSENHAUS as part of the Cleveland Indians radio 
broadcast team and his eighth teaming with Tom Hamilton on every game broadcast. During 
his time with the Tribe, Jim has also served as the host of Indians Warm Up and Tribe Talk 
on the Indians Radio Network. Jim also provides webcasts (Indians.com) for most spring 
training games not on the Indians Radio Network. For the last seven seasons he has served 
as the Indians team correspondent for MLB Network. 


Rosenhaus joined the Indians prior to the 2007 season after spending 11 years as the play- 
by-play voice of then Indians AAA affiliate, the Buffalo Bisons. Jim started his professional 
baseball broadcast-ing career with the Tribe's long-time Single A affiliate in Kinston, NC. 
In addition to his baseball broadcasting work, Rosenhaus spent 11 years as the voice of 
the University of Buffalo men’s basketball team. 


In the baseball offseason, Jim has worked various televised events for SportsTime Ohio, including college and high school 
basketball, OHSAA football state playoffs and college and high school volleyball. 


On July 24, 2011, Jim was inducted into the Buffalo Baseball Hall of Fame, along with former Indians and Bisons catcher, 
Tony Pena. 


Jim resides in Bay Village, OH with his wife, Carole, and sons, Nathan and Cole.

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Former Tribe center fielder RICK MANNING returns for his 30th season as 
color commentator for Indians baseball telecasts on SportsTime Ohio and on 
WKYC- TV. Rick's tenure with the club began in 1990 and his 29-year tenure is the second- 
longest in franchise history (alongside Tom Hamilton). 


"Arch", 64, began his professional baseball career with the Cleveland Indians as the first-round 
selection (2nd overall) in the 1972 June draft out of LaSalle High School in Niagara Falls, NY. 
The first 8 1/2 years of his 13-year Major League career were spentin Cleveland (1975-1983), 
where he won a Gold Glove in 1976 for his fielding prowess. Manning was also selected as 
the BBWAA “Good Guy” award winner for the 1980 season and caught the final out in Len 
Barker's 1981 perfect game. Helater played with the Milwaukee Brewers from 1983-87 before 
ending his 13-year career with a career batting mark of .257 (1349-5248) in 1555 games. 


Rick and his wife, Sue, reside in Scottsdale, AZ. He has two children, Kyle and Jessica, and eight grandchildren. 


MATT UNDERWOOD begins his 20th season as a broadcaster for the Cleveland Indians. 
2019 will mark his 13th year in the TV booth calling play-by-play with partner Rick Manning. 
He spent seven seasons (2000-06) as a member of the Tribe radio broadcast team and 
13 years as host of Indians Warm Up, the pregame show heard on the Cleveland Indians 
Radio Network. 


Matt began his career with local ABC affiliate WEWS-TV5, where he spent 17 years and 
served as the station’s sports director from 1997-1999. Underwood has called play-by- 
play action for the OHSAA football playoffs as well as NCAA football on SportsTime Ohio. 


The Ashland, OH native graduated from Baldwin-Wallace College in 1990. He is amember 
ofboth the Ashland County Sports Hall of Fame and the Baldwin-Wallace Radio Hall of Fame. 
In2013, Underwood received the Alumni Merit Award from B-W andthe Distinguished Alumni 
Award from Ashland High School. Matt has helped raise money for numerous charitable organizations including Cleveland 
Indians Charities, Team Focus, Ashland County Cancer Association and The Sophia Underwood Memorial Scholarship. 


He currently resides in Avon Lake with his wife, Shelley, who owns and operates Johnny Mango, a popular restaurant in 
Ohio City since 1996. They have two children, Max and Devan. 


ANDRE KNOTT begins his fifth season as a reporter for all Cleveland Indians telecasts 
on SportsTime Ohio. 


Knott has contributed to SportsTime Ohio’s coverage over the past several years in various 
capacities, from covering high school football and the Cleveland Browns to hosting Drennan 
Live. Previously, he was the Browns Radio Network sideline reporter for six years, 2004- 
10, and has also been seen and heard covering Cleveland sports on WKNR and WEWS 
and still has a working partnership with Newsradio WTAM 1100. He also records a weekly 
podcast for Scene Magazine. 


Knott and his wife, Jennifer, reside in Wadsworth with their children, Isabella and AJ. He is 
a graduate of Akron St. Vincent-St. Mary High School and Kent State University. He was an All-Ohio running back and 
four-time letter winner in baseball at St Vincent-St. Mary, earning SVSM Hall of Fame induction honors in 2018. 


BROADCASTERS AND WRITERS HONORED BY THE NBHOF 
The equivalent of Hall of Fame induction for broadcasters and sportswriters is the Ford C. Frick 
Award and the J. G. Taylor Spink Award, respectively. Three individuals have been honored for their 
coverage of the Indians. Tribe play-by-play voice Jimmy Dudley received the Frick award in 1997. 
Gordon Cobbledick (1977) and Hal Lebovitz (2000) have been honored with the Spink award. 


THE FIRST TELECAST 
The first local telecast of an Indians’ game took place on May 15, 1948 as Cleveland met the White 
Sox in an afternoon game at Cleveland Municipal Stadium. The game was telecast on WEWS-TV, 
Cleveland’s only TV station at the time. The announcer was Van Patrick.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 


FIRST-YEAR PLAYER DRAFT 

Major League clubs meet once a year for the purpose of drafting high school, college and junior college eligible players. 
High school players become eligible following completion of their senior year or after withdrawing from and remaining out 
of school for at least 365 days; college players become eligible following completion of their junior or senior years or if 
they are at least 21 years old (within 45 days of the completion of the draft) and between school years; and junior college 
players become eligible following their freshmen or sophomore years. 


Selection of a player in the first-year player draft (Monday, June 3, 2019) entitles the club to the exclusive right of 
negotiation with that player through July 12 at 5PM ET, the signing deadline, for all draft picks other than college seniors 
(or other players who have utilized all of their NCAA eligibility) for whom the club has the exclusive right of negotiation 
for approximately one year. 


Ifa first or second round draft pick (or a free agent compensation pick between the first and second rounds) does not sign 
by the July 12 signing deadline, the selecting club receives the subsequent pick in the following year’s draft. 


ROOKIE QUALIFICATIONS 


A player shall be considered a rookie unless, during a previous season or seasons, he had a) exceeded 130 at-bats or 
50 innings pitched in the Major Leagues; or 2) accumulated more than 45 days on the active roster of a Major League 
club or clubs during the period of a 25-player limit (excluding time in the military service and time on the disabled list). 


SAVE RULE 


Rule 10.19 - The official scorer shall credit a pitcher with a save when such pitcher meets all four of the following conditions 
1) he is the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club; and 2) he is not the winning pitcher; and 3) he is credited with at 
least 1/3 of an inning pitched; and 4) he satisfies one of the following conditions: a) enters the game with a lead of no more 
than three runs and b) pitches for at least one inning, c) enters the game, regardless of the count, with the potential tying 
run either on base, or at bat, or on deck (that is, the potential tying run is either already on base or is one of the first two 
batsmen he faces); or d) pitches for at least three innings. 


MAJOR LEAGUE SERVICE 
* Is credited for each day a player appears on an active roster or Major League disabled or suspended list. 
« Inthe case of a player called up from the Minor Leagues, is credited beginning with the date he physically reports. 
« Inthe case of a Major League player who is traded and reports in the normal course, service is not interrupted. 
* Inthe case of a Major League player sent down to the Minor Leagues, is credited through the date of the assignment. 
* Inthe case of a player who is unconditionally released, is credited through the date waivers are requested. 


« Inthe case of the player designated for release or assignment (MLR 2), is credited after the designation, through 
the date of the actual assignment or the request for unconditional release waivers. 


« For aplayer who appears on his club's opening day roster, is credited as of the earliest scheduled opener, without 
regard to the actual opening date of his own club. 


* Is credited at the rate of 172 days per “year,” though the season is actually 183 days long 


* Isnotcredited during any period or periods of optional assignment totaling 20 days or more during a single season. 


MAJOR LEAGUE ROSTER LIMITS 

The Major League active roster is limited to 25 players from opening day through August 31 except in the case of a 
doubleheader. Beginning in 2012, roster limits were expanded to 26 for any doubleheader except for a rescheduled 
doubleheader when it occurs on the day after the canceled game or a doubleheader in which one game is the continuation 
of a suspended game. The active roster limit is 40 players from September 1 through the end of season. 
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BATTING-PITCHING QUALIFICATIONS 


To qualify for the American League batting championship, a player must have 502 or more plate appearances. (3.1 for 
each of the 162 scheduled games.) Pitchers must work 162 or more innings to qualify for the earned run average title. 


DEFINITION OF A NIGHT GAME 

Any game scheduled to start after 5:01pm will be considered a night game. Twi-night doubleheaders shall be included 
in doubleheader statistics and shall be considered two night games for single-admission doubleheaders starting after 
4:00PM. When afternoon and night games are played on the same date with separate admissions, the games shall be 
day and night and count as single games. 


CONSECUTIVE GAME HITTING STREAKS 


A consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be terminated if all the player’s plate appearances (one or more) result in 
a base on balls, hit batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player has a 
sacrifice fly and no hit. 


OTHER ALL-TIME TEAMS 
Several all-time Indians teams have been chosen over the years. In 1951, an all-time team was chosen 
in conjunction with the 50th anniversary of the American League.The players chosen for that team 
were: Hal Trosky (1B), Nap Lajoie (2B), Joe Sewell (SS), Ken Keltner (3B), Tris Speaker (OF), Earl 
Averill (OF), Joe Jackson (OF), Steve O'Neill (C), Cy Young (P), and Mel Harder (P). These players 
also comprised the first 10 inductees to the Cleveland Indians Hall of Fame.
